Accordingly, Ir. Speaker, with the ttouse, went up to the Senate Chamber, and 
then Mr. Speaker spoke fo the following effect:-- 
Y 1T PLEASE Y'OUR ExCELLE'CY: 
The ]ouse of Commons bas elected ne ther Speaker, though  ara bnt ]itt]e able 
to fulfil the important duties thus assigned to me. 
If, in the performance of those duties, I should at any time fa]l into error, I 
pray that the fanlt may be imputed to me, and hot to the Commons, whose servant 
I ara, and who, through me, the better to enable them to discharge their duty to their 
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King and Country, hulnbly claire all their undoubted rights and privileges, especially 
that they may ]lave freedom of speech in their debates, aeeess to Your Exeelleney's 
person at a]l seasonable times, and that their proceedings may receive from Your 
Excellency the most favourable consideration. 

The Honourable the Speaker of the Senate then said:-- 
Mm S'E.UEIb 
I ara commanded by tIis Exeelleuey the Governor General to declare to you 
that he freely eonfides in the duty and attaehment of the Itouse of Commons to 
Majesty's Person and Governlnent, and hot doubting that their proeeedings will be 
condueted witb wisdom, temper and prudence, he grants, and upon all occasions 
wil! recognize and allow their eonstitutional privileges. 
I ara commanded also to assure'you, that the Commons shall bave ready access 
to Itis Excellency upon all seasonable occasions, and that their proceedings, as well 
as your words and actions, will eonstantly reeeive from hinl the most favourable 
construction. 

And the H,,use beiug returned,-- 
Mr. Speaker reported that the I-Iouse had bccn in the Senate Chanlber, and that 
he had. in their nalnes aud on their behalf, ruade the u:ual claire of privileges, whieh 
His Excellenty had been pleased to confirm to them. 
Mr. Mackenzie King IYork) introdu«ed a Bill No. 1, An Act respecting t.he 
adnlinistration of Oaths of Otfice, which was read the fir:t rime. 
X[r. Speaker reported His Excelleney's Speech from the Throne, and read a 
eopy thereof to tbe House, which is as follows:-- 
Honourable Membe-rs of tbe Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 
] desire on this occa:ion to assure you that it is with great satisfaction that I 
meet the Parliament of the Dominion for the first rime since my arrival in Canada, and 
avail myself of your assistance and ad-ice in earrying out the important duties that 
His Majesty the King bas entrusted to me as his Representative. It is, indeed, 
a great privilege to be called upon to administer the affairs of the Dominion and 
to associate myself with you in the work you are about to begin. 
Our Dominion bas hot escaped the world-wide economic disturbance and indus- 
trial depression but has suffered les.s from it than other countries. Içeen observers 
of the business barometer feel that the worst is about over and that at an early 
date we may look for a substantial revival of activity. 
In many parts of the Dominion continued depression of business naturally 
produced, in a much larger degree thau usual, the mi.sfortune of unemployment. 
Whilst of the opinion that unemployment relief is fundamentally a municipal and 
provincial responsibility, my Governmeut bas felt that as conditions bave arisen 
in a measure out of the late war, they would be justified in continuing for the period 
of the winter montbs the expedient of supplementing by grants from the Federal 
TreasmT the relief contributions of Provinces and unicipalities for the purpose 
of alleviating actual distress. 
The decline of prices in farrn products in 191, as compared with the prlces 
of previous years, bas serlously affected agriculture in many parts of the Dominion. 
The ill-effects of this inevitable deflatlon have been emphasized by restricted markets 
and the absence of any corresponding reduction in the cost of production. While 
:'mproved methods of culture, grading and storage of farm crops in some parts. 
and greater diversification in others, would materially better conditions, it is apparen 
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that adequate markets and marketing facilities and reduced transportation and pro- 
duction costs lieat the roof of the problem. Recognizlng such te be the case, my 
adv]sers bave lest no rime in seeking te gain more favourable conditions of sale and 
marketing for tbe products of the farm. Communications bave been opened witb the 
authorities of other countries looking te an exteusion of trade and a wideuing of 
Canadian markets, and conferences bave been arranged between tbe railway auth- 
orities with respect te the reductlon of rates upon basic commodities. 
You will be invited te considcr tbe expediency of making seine changes in the 
Customs Tariff. While there are details of revision, the consideration of which will 
require time and care tbat are net at present available, there are features of thc 
tariff wbich it is felt nmy properly be dealt with during the present session. 
In order that Government ownership and operation of our national rai]ways 
v.ow extending through every province of the Dominion may be given a fiir trial 
under the most favourable conditions, it is intended at an early date te co-ordinate 
the Governmeut-oxned systems in the manner best calculated te increase efficiency, 
and te effect economies in administration, maintenance and operation. The whole 
transportation situation is one whieh xvill require your ])est attention. It weighs 
heavily upou our national finances. T,, assit in obtaining the inf,)rmation esential 
te an exact understanding md an adcquate appreciatiu af the problem in its many 
bearings, it is propsed ta supph'ment thc work of co-ordinatin by a thorou'h enquiry. 
The stveam of immigrati«,n t the Daminiou was much inrerrut,ted and restrlct¢l 
dnring the war. New that the blsing of pcacc is with us. ,q reuwal of efforts te 
bring in new settlers must be ruade. My Goverument are fu]!y alive t,) tho iw.port- 
ance of this question and will use ex ery reasomb]e endeawur te attract te ur conntLv 
people of the me.et de:irable cla-s, with particular regard t settlement on our mde- 
velped land.s. 
Tbe work in conneeti,ul with the re-establishment, medical treatment and voca- 
t;oual training of former m,mbers of the Cauadian Forces is being ,ympathetically 
and energetically pro.secuted. The eare of the disabled still demands the best thought 
of tbose wbo are chargcd with tl»c duty of adninistering the benefits provided. It is 
intended, during the eom]n" .session, again to cousult Parl.'iameut coacerning some of 
the problems still remaining. 
The long standing question of gral,ting the eontrol of the mtural resources o 
three Western Provinces to their respective Provincial Governments bas engaged 
the attention of my Min,ister.*. Sympahizing with the desire of the authorities of 
these Proviuee», whieh have now advaneed to maturity, to have the ame eontrol and 
management of th.eir resourees as is posses.ed by the oldeï Provinces, my Govern- 
mont bave ruade a pïoposal to the Governments of the several Provinces eoneerned, 
vhich it is hoped may lead to a ati.faetory settlement of the question at an early 
date. 
With the objeet of promotin eeonomy and iuereasinff effieiene.v, a G'ill will be 
submitted to you, providi for a Department of Defenee, in whieh the various 
branches of the defeuee forces of Cnada will be eo-ordinated under one nliniMerial 
head. 
During tlm interval siuce lle last Pari.lainent, there ba.s been beld in Washington 
n the invitation of the President of the Un:ted .States an International Couference 
 consider an agreed limitation of amnaments aud in connection therewith te reacL 
an understanding concerning the political relations of the Powers iuterested in the 
regions of the Pacific aud the Far East. 'rom this Conference treaties of far reaching 
cnsequence bave resulted. Il is the opinion of my advisers that approval of Parlia- 
meut ought te precede their ratificatiou on behalf of Canada. The treaties with appro- 
priate explanations will accordiugly be placed befere you during the session. 
As the result of recent discussions anlong the Powers. it has been decided te hold 
at Genoa a C,)nference with the object of securing, through frank and amicable 
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consultation among the nations who have been at war, a concerted effort to repair the 
grave dislocations in the econonic and financial field that have everywhere fo]lowed 
the war. The Government of Canada has been invlted to participate and delegates 
bave been appointed for the purpose. 
An invitation bas been extended to the Governnent of Canada by the Government 
of the United States to take part in a Postal Conference, at which all phases of nai] 
communication from one country to the other may be ful]y discussed. Heciprocating 
the spirit that bas prompted the invitation, the Canadian Government will, in due 
course, appoint representatives to meet the representatives of the United States for the 
purpose mentioned. 
Members of the Housse of Commodes: 
The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year will be laid before you. At an early 
date the Estimates for the coming year will be subnitted. In their preparation 
imperative need for economy has rendered necessary the non-inclusion of many under- 
takings, appropriations for which must await a more favourable financial situation.

In inviting your careful consideratlon of the important matters which will engage 
your attention, I pray that Divine Providence may guide and bless your deliberations.

The Joint Librarians bave the honour to aubmit the folloving report for the year 
1921 :-- 
The undersigned record with regret the dcath of [r. [artin J. Grifin, which 
occurred on k[arch 19, 1921. Mr. Grifin, after a service of thirty-five years as Parlia- 
mentary Librarian, .'etired on July 7, 1920. His extensive knowledge of parliamentary 
and political literature was widely recognized, and his loss will be felt by many users 
of the Library, nd by those who came in contact with his helpful and richly-stored 
mind. 
A list of donations to the Library and of copyright works will be subnitted. 
The Supplemcntary Catalogue of those books purchased since the l,st report is 
now in the hands of the printers, and will be laid before the Houses of Pal'liament 
without delay. 
From the British Mseum bas late]y been received as a gift a valuable work by 
Sir G. F. Warner, in four volumes, with the title " Catalogue of Western -[anuscripts 
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in the old Royal and King's Collection." The work is in folio and consists of copies 
of tbe [anuscript Library of George the Third. The fourth volume is of special 
interest, and is composed of plates illustrative of the manuscript copies of early 
]3ibles, and otber docmnents, covering the period from the 5th to the 15th century. 
The undersigned desire to refer in special terres of appreciation to a valuable 
and large collection of books given to tire Library by the late Edward ]3ruce Butes, of 
Ottawa. k[r. ]3ates was for forty-one years in the Ottawa post office, latterly as 
deputy-postmaster, tte was a .student and whole-hearted lover of books, and bighly 
esteemed by those who knew bim. ]3y the terres of his will, the Trustees wcre " to 
allow the Chier Librarian, or Librarians of thê l'arliamcntary Library at Ottawa to 
select from my library such books as ho or they shall sec fit." 
The books in question consist of more tlmn four thousand volumes. Thêy bave 
been stored in the vaults for the lime being, and when propcr sl)acv is arranged during 
the present year flmy will be duly eatalogued and kept in a speeial room. 
Amongst some of the volumes of interest may be nlentioned the following:-- 
Editions de luxe of Goethe's Faust, Cervantes' Don Quixote, the lubiyt of 
Omar ](hayam, Walton's COnlpleat Angler, etc. The Complete works, in fine editions, 
of Ruskin, [aeaulay, Iord ]eaeonsfield, Kipling, Riehardson, ,Ieremy Taylor, Swift, 
Carlyle, Washington Irving, Newnmn, I[azlitt and many other well-known aufllors. 
Shakespeare's 'Poems and Pericles'; facsimile of 1st edition. Shakespeare's 
'Comedies, Histories and Tragedies'; facsinlile of 1st folio edition, 16)3. Cllaucer; 
faesimile of 1st eolleeted edition in British Museunl, 1532. ",lesuit Relations and 
Allied Documents," in ï3 volumes (Tbwaites' edition). Complete works of many of 
tlm ellief poets. A number of the best Freneh elassies. A large number of dictionaries 
of various languages, of ]3ibles in different langages, and of books of scenery of 
various eountries. 
Some disorganation of the exehange system of the Iibrary has takeu place 
during he past iive years, resulting in the falling off of roceipts of the Laws and Ses- 
sional Papers of various governments of the United States. Owing to the eongested 
spaee of- tbe Library, it was decided to obtain if possible the missing laws of those 
States of which broken sets existed, and to refraiu from any attempt to eolleet other 
documents, with the exception of flose from New York State, whieb had been well 
kept up. As a result there has been reeeived by the eourtesy of various State 
IAbrarians a fairly complete collection of tire Iaws. Tbese, and all tbe documents of 
the United States Federal Government, have been placed in classified order in the 
ground floor room obtained from the House of Commons, referred to in the last report. 
The two roons on the ground floor which were obtained by the courtesy of the 
Senate, and which were fitted up with steel sbelving by the Public Works Depart- 
ment, are now occupied by the Sessional Papers of tbe House of Lords, and by reserve 
sets of the Canadian .Statutes, Sessional Pa, pers, Debates, etc., in both languages. 
Reference was ruade in fle report of last year to the t,:tgested state of the 
Library, and tire difficulty wbieh is necessarily round in endeawmring to shelve books 
in a way which will prove most convenient to tbe nsers of tbe Library. It was dis- 
covered last year that there was a considerable amount of unused space between the 
inner and outer walls on the south side of the Library. After a conference with the 
Public Works Department, it was considered feasible to utilize this space. Funds were 
allocated for the purpose, and the work has progressed to a point when the shelving 
can be undertaken. The undersigned appreciate the assistance of the Deputy Xk[inister 
of Public Works and the Chief Architect and his officers in flus providing a series 
of small rooms, which it is thought will accommodate some thirty thousand volumes, 
and temporarily relieve congestion. It is proposed during the present year to transfer 
to these rooms a large number of the books from the Parliamentary, ]conomic and 
Law Sections, and also collections of Canadian publications, thus m,qking fle works 
in those departments more accessible, and if possible to remove from the main floor 
some of the racks wbich somewhat obscure the beauty of the interior and impair its 
utility. 
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It is respectfully pointed out, however, tiret these neasures can provide only « 
temporary solution of the problen facing the Library, and any effective scheme in a 
broad way of reorganization, cataloguing and shelving can only be profitably attempted 
when a new and modern building is constructed. 
All of which is respecffully submitted.

--(r. Lapointe, a [enlber of the King's Privy Council, presented,--leturn to 
an Order of the ttouse of the 27tll Match, 19"2, for a return showing the names of 
all persons dicnlissed fronl the Sorel Shipyards since the -°9tla of December, 1921, 
together with the cause of dismissal ir each case. Also showing the names of 
persons taken on at the said shipyards during the saine period, showing the cause for 
enlployment of each peron. 
-[r. Church, by leave of the ttouse, introduced a ]3i'_1 No. 71, An Act to amend 
Tlae lailway Act, 1919, which was read the first rime, and ordered for a second 
reading at the next sitting of the I-Iouse. 
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On motion of [r. Nackenzie King (I'orl¢), it was resolved,--That after 
X[onday, the 15th of X[ay, and all subsequent l[ondays and Wednesdays to the 
end of the session, Go'ernment Notices of 3Iotions and Go'ermnent Orders hall 
have precedence o'er all business except Questions by [embers and Notices of 
Motions for the Production of Papers. 
On motion of 3[r. 3otherwell, the /-Iouse resolved to go into Cmmnittee of the 
Whole on [onday next, to consider the fol]owing proposed ]Resolutions:-- 
That it is expedient to bring in a measure to regulate the Sale and Inspection 
of Root Vegetables and to provide:-- 
1. For the marking and grading of potatoes when offered for sale iu bags or 
barrels or in bulk, and to define the grades and qua]ity to be prescribed; but the 
provisions of the proposed legislation shall hot apply to new potatoes when shipped 
between the 1st June and 15th September inclusive, nor to potatoes imported into 
Cnada, nor to seed potatoes, nor when compliance would prevent the sale or exporta- 
tion of potatoes to any foreign market. 
2. That no person shall sell or offer for sale any potatoes in any package in 
which the faced or shovn urface gives a false representation of the contents f sucb 
package, that is when more than ten per centum of such potatoes are substantially 
smaller i size than, or inferior in grade to the faccd or shown surface; and no 
person shall sell or offer for sale any potatoes so diseased or otherwise depreciated 
as to render them unfit for consumption. 
3. Tbat whenever any potatoes in any paekage are round so packed that the 
faced or ahown surface gives a false representation of the contents of the package, 
any inepector may confiscate such package which may be destroyed or otherwise 
disposed of as the 3Iinister may direct; and whenever any potatoês in any package 
are round to be falsely marked, tbe said inspector may mark the saine " below grade" 
or efface sucb false marks nd place the proper grade marks tbereon.; and the 
inspector sball give notice to tbe packer within twenty-four hours, of his action 
in regard thereto. 
4. That all potato barreis manufactured in Canada, for cale in Canada, and all 
barrels cont,;_=ing potatoes for sale in Canada, shall contain as nearly as practicable 
;eve aousand and fifty-six cubic inches; and the Governor in Council may make 
regulations as to quality, form and dimensions of containers, and penalties for 
violation of the regulations. 
5. That no person shall sell, or offer, expose or bave in his possession for sale, 
potatoes packed in a barrel, for sale by the barrel, unless such barrel is well and 
properly filled. 
6. Tbat inspectors may enter upon any premises to raake examination of any 
potatoes suspected of being marked or packed in violation of these provisions, and 
may detain any shipment of potatoes for examination, in respect of wbich be bas 
reasonable grounds for belie-ing there ia a violation of these provisions, upon 
giving notice thereof to the owner. 
7. That provision be made for the marking, grading and inspection of onions, 
offered ïor sale by the bag, crate, or package; excepting what are commonly terme,i 
" green onions," and not applying to onions imported into Canada, nor wben com- 
pliance would prevent the sale or exportation of onions to any foreign market. 
8. That similar provisions as to false representation, and as to diseased or 
otherwise depreciated onions, and as fo seizure, confiscation and examination of 
onions, be enacted as proposed in the case of potatoes. 
9. That all potatoes, onions, artichokes, beets, carrots, parsnips and turnips 
offered for sale, shall be sold by the unit one standard pound avoirdupois: Provided 
tbat when any of the foregoing vegetables are offered for sale with the top leave . 
attached, commonly termed by the trade "green vegetables," this provision shal 
hot apply. 
10. That penalties be enacted for violation of the proposed legis]atlon and fo, 
the procedure to be adopted in prosecutions therefor. 
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On motion of l[r. Fielding, it was ordered,--That the Report of the Auditor

1. That no per$on shall manufacture or inport any ïertilizer to be sold, offered 
or held for sale in Canada unless each brand is registered with the Minister and a 
registration nmnber as.igned to it. and application ïor registratlon must 'be ruade 
by the manufacturer or importer in sueh ïorm as the Minister preseribeso and. must 
be accompanied by a registration fee of ten d,llars or twenty dollar or thirty dollars 
for eaeh" 1)rand registered, aeeording as if eontains oue, two c,r three of the ïollowing 
substances, that is to say, nitrogen, phosphoric acld and potash. 
-% That the assignment oï a reglstration nmnber shall oï itself authorlze the 
sale of a fertilizer for the period eontinuing until the first day of July ïollowing 
the date upon whieh it is granted but sueh registration may be renewed from year to 
year and the saine registration nmnber may be assigned to the fertilizer provided 
no change is ruade in the brand naine, .guaranteed analysis, materials from whiel/ it 
i_ made or the fineness thereof. 
ô. That the ïees ïor a renewa.1 oï a registration shall be the saine as those for ttie 
original registration. 
4. That prvision be ruade preseriblng the partieulars to 1)e stated in every 
applieation for a registration nunber, and the conditions under whieh the Mini.ter 
may refuse fo reister any ïertilizer or eaneel any registratlon. 
5. That no persc, n sball sell, offer, expose or hold ïor sale in Canada any ïertil- 
izer uuless each package containing the £ertilizer, or a tag or label durably attached 
thereto, or if in bulk, tbe invoice oï sale, is branded or lnarked in printed clfaracters 
with the naine and address oï the manuïacturer çr importer, the brand naine, the 
guaranteed analysis and other particulars as prescribed. 
6. That no person shall sell, offer, expose or hold for sale in Canada any materlal 
purported to be a ïertilizer, or any ïertilizer except basis or slag or natural rock phos- 
phate, unless it contains not less than two per cent çï nitrogen or five per cent oï 
available phosphorée acid, çr two per cent of potash soluble in xvater, and hot less 
than a total oï twclve per cent nitrogen, available phosphoric acid çr potash soluble in 
water. 
7. That no person shall sell, offer, expose çr hold ïor sale in Canada any ïertil- 
izer which contains more than one-tenth oï one per cent anl/ydrous borax or any 
other constituent poisonous to plant liïe when applied to the soil. 
8. That these provisions shall not apply (a) to ïertilizers which are manuïactured 
and sold on a prescriptiçn received by the manufacturer in writing ïrom a pur- 
chaser who states therein that such ïertilizer is hot intended ïor sale, tufless such 
fertilizers are actually agaiu sold, or (b) to the selling or offêrlng ïor sale oï ïertil- 
izers ïor manuïacturing purposes. 
9. That provision .be .ruade Ior tt/e appointment oï an advisory board to recom- 
mend regulations, and to give the 2[inister power to make regulations, and ïor the 
analysis oï fertilizers, and the appointment and powers oï inspectors, and such çthe" 
enactments as are necessary to enïorce the proposed measure. 
10. That the Act to be based upon these resolutions shall corne into operation 
on such date as may be prescribed by proclamation oï. the Governor in Council.

g]ass bott]e, package or container, and any fish or she]]fish" processed 
or preserved in the usual way packed in such can, bottle, package or con- 
tainer. 
-% That section ,12A, a.s enacted by chapter 33 of the statutes of 1917, be amended 
to provide that fish and shellfish packed in cans shall be subject t,o inspection such as 
may be provided by the regu]ations during the wh¢,]e course of preparation and 
packing, and at any time thereafter at the cannery or at the warëhouse of tl4e tïrst 
purchaser at his request, and shall be labelled'with the particu]ars as prescribed 
therein, with the naine and address ,of the packer or of the first dealer )btaining it 
direct frvm the packer. 
3. That 'subsection 4 of the said section 12A be mnended to provide that exemption 
from lal)elling of the cans of fish or sh'ellfish may be al]owed, if such labelling hinders 
the sale )f the.same in markets outside of Canada. 
4. That section 12C of the said Act be amended to provide that all canned fish and 
shellfish shall 'be sound, wholesome and fit for human food, and any unsound canned 
fish or .shellfish round during th'e process of preparing and packing or af any rime 
thereafter, at the cannery or the warehouse of the first purchaser, may be seized and 
confiscated on view by any inspecting ocer and dealt with as provided by the regu- 
lations, and the inspector nay take samples for inspection.

The cans of each slze in the order named 'sha]l each 
contain n, ot less than three ounces avoirdupois, six ounces avoirdupois, nine ounces 
avoirdupois, .twelve ounces avoirdupois, and sixteen ounces avoirdupois of drained 
lobster meat- Xo other size of can shall be used for packing lobsters, without first 
obtaining the written permission of the Iinister. Such written permission shall 
state the minimum amount of drained lobster meat each size of can so authçrized 
shall contain. All cans that do not contain tl4e weight specied for each of the sizes 
herein named, or that may be hereafter named may be seized and held by any inspect- 
ing ofl3cer and dis)osed of as ,provided by the regulatlons. 
6. That section 1-°E of the said Act as enacted by chapter 33 of the statutes of 
1917 be amended to provide that for the purposes of this Act, the varieties of ]ritish 
Columbia salmon shall be designated, and, provided the need for sueh is establlsh'ed 
to the satisfaction of the Goveruor in Couneil. graded as provided in the regulations. 
7. That section 1P. F of the said Aet a.s enaeted by the said ,chapter be amended to

Chapter thirty-six of thê Statutes of 1907.

vide that a written order shall be required in connection with all sales of narcotics 
to druggists and others, and that it shall be unlawful fo refill narcotic prescriptions 
except where the preparation might lawfully bave been so]d in the first instance. 
2. That subsection two of section rive be amended so as to provide that it shall 
be unlawful for any physicinn, veterinary surgeon or dentist to prescribe, administer, 
give, sell or furnish any drug to any person except for medicinal purposes, or as may 
be prescribed for the medical treatment of a person who is under professional treat- 
ment. 
3. That subsection two of section SA be amended fo prescribe lieavier penalties 
for manufacturing, selling, giving away or distribtting drugs without licen.se, and for 
neglecting or refusing to keep the record required by the regulations. 
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4. That section 7 be amended to empower any constable or other peace oflïcer 
who bas reasonable cause to suspect that any drug is kept or concealed upon any 
premises fo search for the same, and bring it before a magistrate having jurisdiction 
in the marrer. 
5. That no person shall, without lawful authority or without a permit signed by 
the Minister of Health or some person authorized by him in that behalf, import or 
bave in his possession any opium pipe, opium lamp or other device or apparatus 
designed or genera]ly used for the purpose of preparing opium for smoking, or 
smoking or inhaling opium. 
6. That penalties be prescribed for violation of the provisions of the proposed 
]egislation.

That Mr. ,qpeaker dç, now leave the Chair for the House to rolve itself again into 
Conmittee of Wa.s and -[eans, aud the proposed motion of Sir Henry I)rayton in 
amendment thereto. 
And the Debate continuing, the said Debate was, on motion of ]k[r. ]=[albert, 
adjourned.

-r. Copp, a Member of the King's Privy Council, presented,--Supplenentary 
return fo an Order of the I[ouse of the 5th April, 1922. for a return showing in 
detail the amount of money paid by the Government of Canada or any department 
thereof, to barristers and solicltors of the Supreme Court of Nova Scotia. between 
the 1st day of October, 1911, and the 30th day of January, 192", both inclusive, 
for profcssional or other services. Also .a copy of ail bills of eosts, expenses and 
charges of every kind rendered by said barristers and solicitors to the Government, 
showing the amount or amounts paid in eaeh instance. Also showing the names of 
barristers and solicitors employed during the aforesaid period, the work performed 
and the amount paid for every item of said work to each of said barristers and 
solicitors. 

 Mr. Lapointe. a Member of the King's Privy Council, presented.--Return to 
an Order of the House of the 31st [ay, 1922, for a return .howing:-- 
1. Cost for operation and maintenance of the Fisheries of British Co'.umbla 
annually, for the years 1917-1918. 1919-19-0 and 1921, in the nature of office stafL 
buildlngs, upkeep .and rentals, patrol, boats and upkeep, field work, hatcheries, and 
any other such items that may be charged agalnst this department. 
2. Amount of revenue collected from the Fisheries of British Columbia by the 
Dominion Fisheries Department, annually, for the years 1917-1918, 1919-1920 and 
1921, in the form of license fees, royalties on canned salmon, prosecutions and fines, 
sale of confiscated :baats and gear, and any such revenue as may be collected by the 
department.

Stevens :--Ad, dress fo Itis Excellency the Governor Creneral for a copy of 
all correspondence, letters, telegrams, and other documents exchanged between the 
Dominion Government or any minister or officers thereof, and t.he Government of 
Britsh Columbia, or the Premier of the .sald province or any minister or officer 
thereof, regarding the assulnption by the Dominion Government of an issue o 
Çanadian Northern bonds (estimated $40fl00,000) guaranteed by the province of 
British Çolumbia and the releasing of the ]ritish Co]umbia Government of ail 
li.ability in regard to the same. 

On motion of [r. Mackenzie King (York), it was resolved,--That on Saturday, 
the 10th of June next, and all subsequent Saturdays until the end of the present 
ses'sion, the Itouse shall meet at 3 o'clock in the afternoon and the order of business 
on Saturday sha]l be the saine as on Friday. 

Thc House resumed the .adjourned Dcbate on the proposed lnotion of [r.

hancbook issued just before the general e]ection, namely, in October, 19°1, under the 
authority of its leader, ttonourable W. L. Mackenzie King. 
" That candidates contesting on behalf of the Liberal Party in the said election, 
used widely the promises therein set out as a means of securing support. 
" That the Liberal Party having been returned to power, the Budget proposal¢ 
of the Finance [inister now brought down, constitute, on the part of the Governmen, 
an utter failure to implement such pledges by ]egislation. 
" Tlat the making of such solemn pledges, the utilization of them to secure 
support, and their flagrant vio]ation after the attainment of office reveal a disregarcl 
of political honour and tend to lower the standard of public life. » 
And the Debate continuing; 
[r. Crerar moved in amendment to the said amendment:--That all the words 
after the word " support" at the end of the third la'st paraoaph of the amencment 
to the motion before the Itouse be struck out, and the following be substituted 
therefor :-- 
" That the Liberal arty having been returned to power, the Budget proposais 
of the Finance Minister now brought down, based as they are mainy on the princi.ple 
of protection in respect to the tariff, are wholly inadequate to implement such p]edges 
by legislatlon. 
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« That while ecognizing that changes in fiscal policy should be ruade in such a 
way as to give industries affected a reasonable opportunity for readjustment, t.hi» 
t[ouse is of the opinion that the principle of protection as a basis for fiscal policy 
in Canada is unsound and hot in the best interests of the Dominion." 

[r. Fielding raised a point of Order: That on the motion to go into Committee 
of Ways and ]eans no sub-amendment can be ruade. 
2fter I)ebate on the said point of Order; 
Mr. Speaker informed the touse that he would reserve his decision until 
to-morrow. 

The ttouse then resumed the I)ebate on the proposed motion of ]r. Fielding: 
That [r. Speaker do now leave the Chair for the touse to resolve itself again into 
Committee of Ways and ]eans, and the proposed motion of Sir t[nry Drayton in 
amendment thereto. 
And the Debate continuing;

The Order being read for resuming the adjourned Debate on the proposed motion 
of Mr. Fielding: That [r. Speaker do now leave the Chair for the House to resolve 
itself again into Committee of Ways and Means, and the proposed motion of Sir 
Henry Drayton in amendment thereto; 

Mr. Speaker, before the Debate being proceeded witll, gave his ruling on the 
point of Order raised yesterday by Mr. Fie]ding in regard to the amendment propose-3 
by the honoura:ble member for 5[arquette (Sir. Crerar), as follows:-- 

RULING OF M_R. SPEAKER: 

The Order of the Day .being read for the Committee of Ways and Means and 
Mr. Fielding having moved, seconded by 5[r. [ackenzie King, and the question 
being proposed:--« That 5[r. Speaker do now leave the Chair." 
An amendment was moved by Sir Henry Drayton, seconded by 5[r. :[eighen: 
That all the words after the word " That" be struck out and the following be substi- 
tuted therefor :-- 
" the Liberal Party assembled in Convention in August, 1919, adopted a resolu- 
tion which, after reciting it, s professed purposes, contained the following specific and 
unqualified p]edges : 
'That to these ends, wheat, wheat flour and all products of wheat; the principal 
articles of food; farm implements and machinery; farm tractors: mining, flour and 
saw mill machinery and repair parts thereof; rough and partly dressed ]umber: 
gasoline, illuminating, lubricating and fuel oils; nets, net twines, and fishermen' 
equipments; cernent.s, and fertilizers, shou]d be free from customs duties, as well as 
the raw material entering into saine. 
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' That the ]3ritish preference be increased to 50 per cent of the general tariff. 
'And the Liberal Party hereby pledges itself to implement by legislation the 
provisions of this resolution when returned to power.' 
" That such pledges were restated as the policy of the Liberal Party in an official 
handbook issued just before the general election, namely, in October, 1921, under the 
authority of its leader, Honourable W. L. ]ackenzie King. 
" That candidates contesting on behaLf of the Liberal Party in the said election, 
used widely the promises therein set out as a means of securing support. 
" That the Liberal Party having been returned to power, the ]3udget proposais 
of the Finance Minister now brought down, constitute, on the part of the Govern- 
ment, an utter failure to implement such pledges by legislation. 
" That the making of .such solemn pledges, the utilization of them to secure 
support, and their flagrant violation after the attainment of office reveal a disregar 
of political honour and tend to lower the standard of public lire." 
Mr. Crerar moved, secondcd .by Mr. I-Ioey,--That the said proposed amendmenî 
be amended by striking out all the words after the word " support" at the end of the 
third last paragraph and su, bstituting the following therefor: 
" That the Lïberal party having 'been returned to power, the ]3udget pro- 
posal.s of the Finance !k[inister nç'w brought down, based as they are mainly 
on the principle of protection in respect of the tariff, ae wholly inadequate 
to implement such pledges by legislation. 
That while recognizing th.at changes in fiscal lolicy should be ma.de in 
such a way a.s to give industries affocted a reasonable opportunity o.f read- 
justment, this Itou is of the opinion that the prin.ciple of protection as a 
basis for fiscal oolicy in Canada is unsvund and hot in the best interests of the 
Dominion." 
A point of order was raised by Mr. Fiel.ding on the ground th.at there cannot 
be two anaendments on a motion to go into Conrnittee of Ways an.d heans. 
The Honourable Member for Marquette (Mr. Crerar) bas submitted that we 
should conform to ]3ritish practice in this case and he bas contended that we 
could do so unàer our lule I wh'ih rea« as follows: 
"In all cases hot provided for hereinafter or by Sessional or other Orders, 
the rules, usages and forms of proceeding of the House of Commons of the 
United Kingdim if Great ]3ritain and Ireland in force on the firs, t day of 
July, ]867, s.hall be followed." 
The. vary fir.t wor«lÆ of this rnl: "In 11 ca.es not oro¢ied for" mtrst .e 
taken into eonsideration. 
The House has provided for fle case at issue by adopting preeedents again-st 
moving more. th'an one amendment on the motion that the peaker leave the Chair 
for the House to go into Committee of Supply or Ways and k[eans. 
Mr. Speaker Smith, eited by the I-Ion. Gentleman, has given two divergent 
deeisions on this point. On June 22nd, 1858, he ru,lod that "An amendment to an 
amendment to a motion for the ttouae t.3 go into Coenmittee of Supply is out of 
order." 
And on April 27th, 1860, he ruled that "But one amendment to a motion for 
going into Çonrmittee of Supply ean be marie, althouCh the amendment itself may 
be amende&" 
This is the oly decision llowing a second amendment w]ieh has ever been 
given in the Canadian Parliament, and it is anterior to Çonfederation and appar- 
ently self-contradictory. 
On Sune 14tK 1864, ]kr. Speaker Wallbridge ruled that "But one amendment 
can ïe moved to a motion for the Y[ous'.- going in Committee of Suly. » (vide 
$ourna] pp. 388-389). 
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Since Confederation our practice bas been consistently against .such an amend- 
ment. 
On :lV[ay 1st, 1867, Mr. Speaker Coct¢burn, upon ruling out of order a very com- 
ple-x amendment to a motion for the Committee of Supply said: "The I-Iouse could 
in general, according to precedent, ortier a complicated motion to 'be divided. But 
that could only be done by anaending the motion, which cannot be done now, for 
but one amendment can be moved in going into Committee of Supply." (vide 
Journal pp. 26,,-270). 
On May 2nd. 1,73, whilst the I[ouse was debating an amendment to the motion 
that Mr. Soeaker do now leave the Ohair. [r. Tupper (later Sir .oEarles) moved 
to ]eave certain words out of tlm said amendment and in'oert certain other word.s 
instead thereof. 
Mr. Holton (then tlie recognized authority on such questions in the Canadian 
Parliament) objected to thls proceeding and Mr. Speaker Cockburn again decided 
that "No amendment can 'be ruade to the amendment to the motion for the House 
to go into Committee of Sul:)ply.  (vid Journal p. -o62). 
On February Jth, 1876, Mr. Speaker Aglin over-ruled Mr. Workman's motion 
in favour of Protection, being an amendment of an amcndment of Sir. Irving to 
the motion that Ir. Speaker leave the C]air for the Itouse to go into Committee 
of Supply. (vide Journal p. 89). 
Sinee the last mentioned date, the .peint has been considered as definitely settled 
and no second amendment to su.ch a motion bas ever been allowed in this House. 
On April 9th, 1878, Sir John A. [acdonald, t}/en Leader of the Opposition, 
stated from his seat, that he intended movizg an amendment on going into Suplly 
with regm<l to "the Quebec cri¢_is." 
Mr. h[ackenzie, then Prime Minister, although admitting Sir John A. Mac- 
donald's right to make such an amendment, took the ground that if it were ruade 
on the motion to go into Supply it would prevent sub-amendments. He said that 
Sir John A. Macdonald's amendm.ent shonld hot be confined "to an occasion when 
t}iere can be no su%-amendment because it simoly meant asking the House to con- 
form to the mover'.s own view of a particular transaction or else vote it down. 
Whilst the House might concur with a certain portion of the h[otion but not with 
the rest," said Mr. Mackenzie, "we are obliged, on a 5[otion in anaendnent on going 
into Supply, to accept whatever the IL)n. Member chooses to offer us, or to reject it." 
In Hansard it reads "or to neglect it." The reporter evldently meant the word 
"reject." 
"The I-Ion. Mem'ber will place his Motion in such .h way that it will be impos- 
sible or the ttouse to give any opinion at al'l on it except to a(cept it or to vote it 
down.  
Sir John A. Iacdonald here interjected "Exactly." 
Mr. Holton speaklng on tle question th0a said :--"The Right tion. Genteman 
intended to adcot a orm of words or submit it to the House in a connection in 
which it was not su.sceoti'ble of amendmnt ,nd whatever shades of opinion there mlg'ht 
be and whatever choice there might be as to the form of expression, the ]:[on. Gentle- 
man practica.l|y said to the ttou, se : ' take tl;is or nothing.  » 
Mr. Y;lake also con.curred in this ooinion. 
I think tle above precedents are binding on me, especially when supported by 
the opinions of s"dch experienced PaTlia.mentarlans as 5[acdonald, -ackenzie, :Blake 
and ttolton. 
The ][onourable [ember for [arquette bas quoted :Bourinot to show that these 
precedents are based on a misunderstanding of a Canadian Speaker as to the Eng]ish 
practice. Bourinot ruade that statement in a foot note of his Third Edition, but he 
did hot include this note in his Fourt) Edition. It is, as a marrer of fact, an 
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obiter dicttm which has no bearing on the principle accepted by the Canadian I-Ioue 
of Çommons. :Bourinot recognized this ïact in his Fourth Edition in which he lavs 
dowa the .practice unequivocMly as ïollows:-- 
" Only one amendment can be moved te the question that ]r. Speaker 
de new leave the Chair. Iï that amendment is negatived ..... no other 
h[otion can be proposed." 
And he adds as a note on the saine page: 
" This limitation is peculiar te the Canadian Commons." (p. 420). 
The s'ame question arose in 1917, and was decided upon the saine principle. 
In this case an amendment moved .by :[r. Turriff on the proposed motion of 
Sir Thomas White ïor the Committee oï Ways and [eans (the Budget) was 
negatlved on a division. Thereupon, .k[r. Robb (Huntingdon), moved a second 
amen.dment, and it being late at night the debate was adjourned. 
:But next day, llth .[ay, 1917, the Deputy Speaker stated te the ]-[ouse that the 
second amendment was irregular and should have been declared te be out of order. 
He ruled that the nmin motion was the only question before the House and might 
be debated, but no further amendments could be moved. 
(Ians. 1917, Vol. II, pp. 1317, 1319). 
(Journals, 1917, pp. 188, 193). 
In 1917, on a similar occasion, a second amendment was intended te be moved. 
but on being informed by my predecessor, Mr. Speaker Rhodes, that he would b 
ruled out of order, Dr. Clark, then member for lled Deer, desisted frein his intention, 
thus a.ccepting out well established practict'. 
I ara net unmindful of the views expressed by the Minister of Finance and also 
by my predecessor the tion. member for :Bonaventure, whose long experience in this 
House gives weight te their opinions on questiort.s of Parliamentary procedure. 
In Great :Britain, more than one amendment may be moved on the [otion that 
the Speaker leave the Chair for the House te go into Committee of Supply or Ways 
and Means, but it is done on conditions quite different frein the practice in this 
tI,,use. Iu England. whenever an amendment is nmved strikiug out all the words 
alfter " Tlmt ' frein the xnain Motiou. the Spe«lker purs the question " That ail the 
wç, rd prop¢,sed te be left out stand part of the questiç, n." If this i.s voted in the 
negative, amendment. and sub-amendments are allowed, but if it is w)ted in the 
affdrnmtive, the5 are net. 
The praetieal meaniug of this peeuliar British proeedure is "that the House 
grant. leave t more the ameudment. In another .sense. it is n,Ahing mç, re ner less 
thau tbe previous questi,n. I eanm»t see my way te, following the ]3ritish praetiee. 
As te the suggestion te give the Honourable member for Marquette and his 
,Uplmrterè the opp)rtunity of expres.sing their views upon the budget proposais, I 
must say that the Speaker, in his interpretation of the rules, is net at liberty te 
reeogni«e the existence of parties or groups in the IIouse. Although he bas te observe 
certain amenities in giving p'eeedenee tf, leade,rs in debate, he presides over an 
assebly of the people's reprêsentatives where every memoer has an equal right of 
using the rules and usages te express his views on publie matters. 
In England. although the Home Rule party under Parnell and his sueeess,,r» 
eonsisted of a large group, it never was given an offleial statts in parliamentary 
proeedure. Even to-day, there are at Westminster several groups or parties but 
they are all subjeet te the same rules of proeedure. Ail the members are on an 
equal footing. I think out rules and praetiee 'based on precedents, traditions, and 
usages give every I-Ionourable member ample oppartunity te put himself on record 
upon any question. I therefore rule that no amendment ean be moved te the amemt- 
ment proposed te the 5[otion that I de new le,ve the ehair for the House te reslve 
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itself into Committee of Ways and Mans. The sub-amendment moved by the 
t{onourable member for Marquette accordingly is out of order. 
I may add that the s'ame ru[e applies whether the M,)tion is for the House to go 
into Committee of Supply or Ways and [ean.s. 

Mr. Crerar then appealed from the rulinff of the Chair. 
And the question beinff put by 5[r. Speaker: Shall the ruling of the Chair be 
sustained; it was decided in the aiïlrmative, on the following division:--

:Minister of Canada, transmitting certified copies of the Protools. 
On motion of Mr. Mackenzie King (]'ort'), it was ordered,--That the abov:» 
document be printed as a Sessional Paper, that 1,000 copies in the combined French 
and English texts be printed forthwith, and that Rule 74 be su.pended in relation 
thereto. 
On mo.tion of Sir. Mackenzie King (York), it was ordered,--That 500 copies in 
Engli.sh and 500 copies in rench of the correspondence bet.ween the Government ot 
Canada and the United States Government concerning the St. Lawrence River 
Improvement scheme, laid'on the Table of this Itouse on May 30, 1922, be printed 
forthwith, and that lule 74 be suspended in relation thereto.

and place appointed for the enquiry and is afforded an opportunity by himself or his 
counsel of being heard thereat and of cr,)ss-exanlination of witnesses and of adducing 
evidence on his own beha]f. 
'(2) The Governor in Council may for the purpose of making enquiry into flic 
facts respecting the incapacity or disability of any such judge issue a commission of 
enquiry to one or more judges of the Supreme Court of Canada, or of the Exchequcr 
Court of Canada, or to one or more judges of any superior court in Canada, empower- 
ing him or them to make such enquiry and report, and may by .such Commission 
confer upon the person or persons appointed full power to summon ,before him or 
them any person or witness and to require hinl to give evidence on oath orally or 
in writing, or on solenln affirmation, ïf entitled to affirm in civil matters, and to 
produce such documents and things as the commissioner or commissioners deem 
requisite to the full investigation of the matters into which he or they are appointed 
to enquire; and the eommissioner or commissioners shall have the saine power t» 
enforce the attendance of such person or witness arrd to compel him to glve evidence 
as is vested in any superior court of the province in which the cnquiry is being

between 1st June and 15th September inclusive, nor to potatoes imported into Cnada. 
nor to seed potatoes, nor when compliance would prevent the sale or exportation of 
potatoes to any foreign market. 
. That no person shall sell or offer for sale any potatoes in any package in which 
the faced or shown surface gives a false representation of the contents of such" package, 
that is when more than ten per centum of such potatoes are substantially smaller 
in size than, or inferior in grade to the faced or shown surface; and no person shall 
sell or offer for sale any potatoes so diseased or otherwise depreciated as to rendo, r 
them unfit for consumption. 
3. That whenever any potatoes in any package are round so packed that the faco 
or shown surface gives a false representation of the contents of the package, any 
inspector may confiscate such" package which may be destroyed or otherwise disposed 
of as the [inister may direct; and whenever any potatoes in any package are round 
to be falsely marked, the sald inspector may mark the saine '%elow grade" or efface 
such false marks and place the proper grade marks thereon; and the inspector shall 
give notice to the packer within twenty-four hours, of his action in regard thereto. 
4. That all potato barrels manufactured in Canada, for sale in Canada, and all 
barrels containing potatoes for sale in Canada, shall contain as nearly as practicable 
seven thousand and fffty-six cubic inches; and the Governor in Council may mako 
regulations as to quality, form and dimensions of containers, and penalties for vio- 
lation of the regulations. 
5. Tliat no person shall sell, or offer, expo.se or bave in hls possession for sale, 
potatoes packed in a barrel, for sale by the barrel, unless such barrel is well and pro- 
perly fille& 
6. That inspectors may enter upon any premises to make examination of any 
potatoes suspected of being marked or packed in violation of these provisions, and 
may detain any shïpment of potatoes for examination, in respect of which he bas 
reasonable grounds for believing there is a violation of these provisions, upon giçing 
notice thereof to the owner. 
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7. That provision be ruade for the marking, grading and inspection of onions, 
offered for sale by the bag, crate, or package; excepting what are commonly tCmed 
"green onions," and not applying to onions imported into Canada, nor wtfen com- 
pliance would pre'ent the sale or exportation of onions to any foreign market. 
8. That similar provisions as to false representation, and as to diseased or other- 
wise depreciated onions, and as to seizure, confiscation and examination of onions, 
be enacted as oroposed in the case of potatoes. 
9. That all potatoes, onions, artichokes, beets, carrots, parsnips and turnlps 
offered for sale, shall be sold by the unit one .standard pound avoirdupois: Provided 
that when any of the foregoing vegetables are offered for sale with the top leaves 
attached, commonly termed by the trade "green vegeables," this provision shall hot 
apply. 
10. That penaities ,be enacted for violation of the proposed legislation and for the 
procedure o be adopIed in prosecutir,ns therefor.

That the toard may at the time of delivery, or at any time thereafter, make 
advances to he purchasers or other persons delivering wheat to the toard at such 
rate per bushel according to grade or quality and place of delivery as shall be set 
out in a schedule or schedules to be prepared by the ]3oard and approved by the 
Governor in Council or by such other authority as the Governor in Council may 
prescribe, and may issue to such persons certificates of participation in the proceed. 
9. That deliveries of wheat may be taken from, through or by the u.se of such 
agents or grain comlanies or organizations as the Board may see fit, and may 'be 
at such ooints in Canada, at the sea.board or otherwise, as the toard may direct, 
and the toard may pay to sueh agents or graiu companies or organizations handling 
wheat, or delivering wh'eat to the ]qoard. such commissions, storage and other charges 
as the toard, with the approval of the Gcvernor in Council or other such authority 
as he may prescribe, mas deem prooer. 
10. Tllat as soon as tlle Board shall have received payment in full for ail wheat 
delivered o the loard during the operations of ans season there shall be deducted 
from the oroceeds all moneys disbursed by or on belfalf of the Board for expenses 
or otherwise as paymeuls connected with or incident to the operations of the I3oard 
for or during that season, including the remuneration, allowances, travelling and 
living exl«,nses of the Cmirman.

by the manufacturer or importer in such form as the [inister prescribes, and must 
be accompanied by a registration Cee of ten dollars or twenty dollars or thirty dollars 
for each brand registered, according as it contains one, two or three of the fol]owing 
substances, that is to say. nitrogen, phosplmric acld and potash. 
2. That the assignment of a registration number shall of itself authorizc the 
sale of a fertilizer for the period continuing until the first day of July following 
the date upon whicl/it i.s granted but such registration may be renewed from year to 
year and the saine registration number may be assigned to the fertilizer provided 
no change is made in the brand naine, guaranteed analysis, materials Crom which it 
is ruade or the fineness thereof. 
3. That the fees for a renewal of a registration shall be the saine as those for the 
original registration. 
4. That provision be ruade prescribing the particulars to be stated in every 
application for a registration number, and the conditions under which" the Minister 
may refuse to register any fertilizer or cancel any registration. 
5. That no person shall sell, offer, expose or hold for sale in Canada any fertil- 
OEer unless each package containing the Certilizer, or a tag or label durably attached 
thereto, or if in bulk, the invoice of sale, is branded or marked in printed characters 
with the naine and address of the manufacturer or importer, the brand naine, the 
guaranteed analysis and other particulars as prescribed. 
6. That no person shall sell, offer, expose or hold for sale in Canada any material 
purported to be a ertilizer, or any fertilizer except baslc slag or natural rock phos- 
phate, un]ess it contains hot less than two per cent of nitrogen or rive per cent of 
available phosphoric acid. or two per cent of potash soluble in water, and hot less 
rban a total of twelve )er cent of nitrogen, available phosphoric acid or potash soluble 
in water. 
7. Thst no person shall sell, offer, expose or hold for sale in Canada any Certil- 
izer which contains more than one-tenth of one per cent anhydrous borax or any 
other constituent poisonous to plant lire when applied fo the soil. 
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8. Tlat these provisions shall not apply (a) to fertilizers which are manufactured 
and sold on a orescription received by the manufacturer in writln from a pur- 
haser who states therein that such fertilizer is hot intended for sale, unles. such 
fertilizers are actually again old, or (b) to tlàe selling or offering for sale of fertil- 
izers for manufacturing purposes. 
9. That provision be ruade for the appointment of an advisory board to recom- 
mend regulations, and to give the };[inister power to make regulatlons, and for the 
analysis of fertilizers, and the appointment and powers of inspectors, and such other 
enactments as are necessary to enforce the proposed measure. 
10. That the Act to be based upon these resolution.» shall corne into operation 
on such date as may be preseribed by proclamation of the Governor in Council.

Resolutions to àmend The Meat amt Canned Foods Act, ehapter twenty-seven of 
the Statutes of 190ï, and amending Aets. 

(In the Committee.) 

The following I[esolutions were adopted:-- 
Resolved, That it is expedient to amend The [eat and Canned Foods Act, chapter 
twenty-seven of the statutes of 1907, and amending Acts, and to provide 
1. (a) That "shell fish" may be included among the products prepared for food 
for export or stored for export in an establishment as defined in section one of chapter 
31 of the statutes of 1918; 
(b) That "dry lobster meat" or "dry meat" shall mean drained meat, that is, the 
meat remaining after a can which bas been processed and allowed to cool 
thoroughly i.a opened and upturned so as to permit fee drainage of tle liquid 
therefrom for not less than one minute and not more than one and a half 
minutes ; and. 
(c) That "can » and "camed fish or shellfish" shall include any hermetlcally sealed 
glass bottle, package or container, and any fish or shellfish processed 
or preserved in the usual way packed in such can, bottle, package or con- 
tainer. 
2. That section 12A, as enacted by chapter 33 of the statutes of 1917, be amended 
to provide th'at fish and shellfish packed in cans shal] be subject to inspection such as 
may be provided by the regulations during the whole course of preparation and 
packing, and at any time thereafter at the cannery or at the warehouse of the first 
purchaser at his request, and shall be labelled with the particulars as prescribed 
therein, with the naine and address of the packer or of the first dealer obtaining 
direct from the packer. 
8. That subsection 4 of th'e »aid section 12kbeamended to provlde that exemption 
from labelling of the cans of fi.sh or shellfish may be allowed, if such labelling hinders 
the sale of the saine in markets outside of Canada. 
4. That section 12C of the said Act be amended to provide that ail canned fish and 
shellfish shall be sound, wholesome and fit for human food, and any unsound canned 
fish or shellfilf round during the process of preparing and packing or at any rime 
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thereafter, at the cannery or the warehouse of the rrst purchaser, may be seized and 
confiscated on view by any inspecting olïlcer and dealt with as provided by the regu- 
lations, and the inspector may take samples for inspection. 
5. That section I°D of the said Act as enacted by chapter 22 of the statutes of 
1919 (second session) be amended to provide that there shall be rive sizes of cans for 
canning lobsters. These shall be of the sizes commonly known as three, six, nine, 
twelve and sixteen ounce cans. The cans of each size in the order named shall each 
contain hot less than three ounces avoirdupois, six ounces avoirdupois, nine ounces 
avoirdupols, twelve ounces avoirdupois, and sixteen ounces avoirdupois of drained 
lobster meat. No other size of can shall be used for packing lobsters, without t]rst 
obtaining the written permission of the ]inister. Such written permission shall 
state the minimum amount of drained lobster meat each size of can so authorized 
shall contain. AI1 cans that do hot contain the weight specified for each of the sizes 
herein named, or that may be hereafter named, nmy be .eized and held by any inspect- 
ing ocer and disposed of as provided by the regulatlons. 
6. That section 1,OE of the said Act as enacted by chapter 33 of the statutes of 
1917 be amended to provlde th'at for the purposes of the Act, the varieties of British 
Columbia salmon shall be designated, and, provided the need for such is established 
to the satisfaction of the Governor in Council, graded as provided in the regulations.

r. Marler, from the Special Committee appointed to consider questions relating 
to the pensions, insurance and re-establishment of returned soldiers, and any amend- 
ments to the existing laws in relation thereto which may be proposed or considered 
necessary, presented the 'Second and Final Report of the said Committee, which is as 
follows :-- 

Chapter I 

ORDER OF REFERENCE, ORGANIZATION, ETC. 
Section 1: Order of Refernce. 
On the 30th h[arch, 1922, the following resolution was agreed to by the I-Iouse of 
Commons of Canada:- 
" That a Special Committee be appointed to consider questions relating to 
the pensions, insurance and re-establishment of returned soldiers and any 
amendments to the existing laws la relation thereto which may be proposed or 
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considered necessary by the Committee; with power fo send for persons, papers 
and records, to print from day to day its proceedlngs and the evldence taken, 
for the use of the Committee and fo report from rime to rime; and that rule 
11 be suspended in relation thereto." 
It was further moved and agreed to: 
" That the-Special Committee appointed in conformity with the resolution 
agreed to by the House conslst of the fol]owlng memoers: Messrs. Arthurs, 
l]ack (Yukon), Brown, Caldwell, Carroll, Chisholm, Cla'k. OEifford, Denis 
(Joliette), ]:orrester, Itudson, Humphrey, Knox. ]IcKay, ]t[arler, 5[acLaren, 
Miss 'Iacphai], ]tlunro, Power, Raymond. Roblnson, ]oss (Kingston), Savard, 
Speakman, Stork, Sutherland, Turgeon and Wal]ace. ' 
Section 2 : OrganiSation. 
Thls Committee as so appointed met on the 4th af April for the purposes of 
organization. At that Meeting I-]:erbert ]Viarler (St. Lawrence-St. C, eorge) was e]ected 
Chalrman of the Commttee. 
At a subsequent ]tIeeting of the Committee held on the 6th April, 192, Dr. A. 
W. Chisholm (Inverness), was e]ected Vice ,Chalrman. 
At thls Mceting the Coluu,ittee prepared ifs First ]eport recommending that the 
quorum be reduced from 15 to 9 members and asking that leave be granted them to sit 
whle the ttouse was in session. 
Tlfis Report was presented fo the ]touse and adopted flereby on the 6th day of 
Apri], 1922. 
At the sald Meeting he]d on the 6th April, 19'22, the Chairluan outllned the 
procedure and organlzation it was proposed should be carrled into effect which in 
particular was that it was thought advlsable that sub-committees should be formed 
which would be parficularly charged fo deal with the various subjects within the scope 
of tlle nmin branches fo be under review. 
The matters fo be brought under ]'eview by the Comn,ittee nllght properly be 
stated to fall under four main heads, namely: 
1. ]e-establishment. 
2. Pensions. 
3. Insurance. 
4. Land Settlement. 
Sub-committees were therefore forned f.or the purpose of making a study of the 
laws and regulations relating to each particular braneh; of reporting generally on the 
laws and procedure relative th'ereto as the saine then existed; of making a report in 
such geueral and or specific terres as the sub-committee might deeide critieizing the 
law and procedure thereto as then 'existing and suggesting such amendments as might 
be thought proper ; fo enquire into and report on various specifie cases submitted fo the 
sub-committee. 
As, however, certain matters required to be reviewed whieh might hot entirely 
fall under any of the main head., but whieh mlght 'be germane thereto, or whieh might 
partly refer to one and part]y refer to the other, it was deeided that a sub-eommittee 
to be known as "The General Sub-Committee" should be formed for the purpose of 
studying such questions and referring the sanae in whole or in part to any partieular 
sub-eommittee charged flerewith. 
This suggested proeedure as fo organization was ruade effective and four sub- 
committees were formed as follows: 
(a) to deal with matters relating fo Soldiers' Civil ]e-establishment and 
Insurance; 
(b) to deal wit.h matters relating fo lensions; 
(c) to deal with matters relating to Soldiers' Land Settlement; 
(d) to deal with general matters as above defined. 
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It is submitted that this method of orgnization was round to be very effective, 
the sub-committees acting in concert with the C.ommittee as a whole and rendering 
their respective reports thereto. It was round on account of this organization that 
each specific cas.e received individual and the best attention and that the work of the 
varlous branches vas taken up concurrently and the Committee as a whole relieved 
from much detail. 
Section 3: Exten, of Inquiry. 
As bas been previously stated the matters under review by the Committee fall 
under four main heads, namely: 
1. Re-Establishment. 
2. Pensions. 
3. Insurance. 
4. Land Settlcment. 
Each of these prescnted many prohlems hut it is in order to define briefly the 
objects which each desired to effect. These objects may be properly stated as follows: 
The object of Re-establishment may e said to provide for the care of the returned 
soldier in the way of medicfi tretment, vocational and other training, and general 
advice and assistance during his life-time. 
The objeet of Pensions may be said to provide assistance for the returned .oldier 
during his lifetime, and af ter his death, of his dependents, for a disability which he has 
suffered or from whieh he has died on account of military service. 
The Returned Soldiers' Insuranee Aet provides faeilities for the protection of the 
dependents of a returned soldier who ma.v I)e unahle to obtaiu ordinary life insuranee 
on aecount of a disability oeeasioned by service. This insurance under the provisions 
of the Act may be obtained without medical exalninatiou. 
The object of the Soldier Settlement Act is to provide the returned soldier with 
the opportunity of procuring at eost and paying for by means of moderate intalments 
a farm with stock and implements. 
With the foregoing brief explanations it is now in order to take up the discussion 
of the various matters which the C,olnmittee desires to include in the present Report 
for submission to the Ii'ouse of Commons. 
It cannot be said that the matters included in the present Report are all which 
bave been submitted to and considered by the Committee; in fact such is far from the 
case. Very many matters not referred to in this Report have been considered with the 
utnmst care by the Committee which, hovever, did not feel that recommendation 
eould properly be ruade with regard thereto. It may however, be very distinctly stated 
that the Committee has considered not only the evidence actually submitted but also 
bas obtained information from all sources so that its findings whatever they m«y be are 
based on the best information obtainable. 

Chapter II 

RE-ESTABLISHMENT 

Section 1: Report as fo operations of Speclal Parliamentary Committee 1921. 
A Special Parliamentary Committee with authorities similar to this Committee 
ruade its Report to the Iouse of Commons of Canada under date the 26th May, 1921. 
It is hot proposed in this Report to deal in a specific manner with the findings as set 
out in that Report, excepting to state to the House that the various recommendations 
and suggestions which the 19.°1 Committee ruade in its Report bave been reviewed 
by this Committee with the object of determining whether or hot all such recommenda- 
tio,s and suggestions had been ruade effective by law, regulation or otherwise. After 
having done so this Con.,mittee now reports that the various recommendations and 
sggestions ruade by the 1921 Committee as regards Re-establishment bave in sub- 
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stance, wlth few exceptions, bcen all carried out. Where the suggestions and recom- 
nlendations so referred to bave not been carried out bas 'been due to causes which 
raade it difficult to fulfill such suggestions and recomraendations. 
This Çommittee is satlsfied that every effort possible to be ruade bas been ruade in 
effccting the recoramendations and suggestions oï the 1921 Committee referred to in 
this Section. 
It may be noted as regards the recommendations of the 1921 Committee that they 
resu]ted in the following increased liability to the State, namely:

Section 2: Authorities tnder whi«h file D.S.C.R. operates. 
The Department of S«,]diers' Civil Re-establishment was created under the Act 
8-9 Geo. V, Chapter 4_, as amended by 10 Geo. V, Chapter 29, the former having 
been assented to 24th M,y, 1918, anal the latter on he 10th ovember, 1919. This 
Act with the Amendment thereto is knom as "The Department of Soldlers' Civil 
Re-establishment Act." 
The Act in question is really a skeleton act glving the ]Iinister of ¢3oldiers' Civil 
l',e-establishment the power to do certain things under Orders in Council from time 
to rime to be nlade as circumstances may arise or warrant. Under this authority 
various Orders in Council have been enacted and the principal of these is P.C. 580 
dated 10th ]k[arch, 192_, whieh is a consolidation oï certain other Orders in Counci], 
some of 'hich had wholly or in part become obsolet.e. eference may be ruade here 
to such Order in Council which may be termed the main piece oï legal machinery 
under which the Department operates. 
The Order in Council P.C. 5,¢0 above referred to gives the Department the right 
to accord treatme,t to any person who ]las served in the late War in any of the naval, 
military or air forces of Canada, or of those allied with ber, who may be suffering from 
a disability attributable to service, or training to one whose disability prevents him 
:ronl returning to his previms tr,de, or education or trainlng to one who en]isted 
under the age of 18 and bas suffered severe interruption to hls tralnlng or education. 
Whi]e such treatrne,a*, edation or training is being effected certain allowances are 
paid. 
];'or the purpose of making effective the objects which the D.S.C.R. desired to 
accomplish and which it is authorized in the manner aforesaid to effect, it may be 
ald tbat the Departraent bas under operation the following sub-departments: 
1. Medical treatment. 

. Dental services. 
3. Orthopaedic and surgical appliances. 
4. Training. 
5. Loans (Vocationa]). 
6. Employraent. 
7 Unemployment Relief. 
 turned Soldicrs' Insurance. 
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The Department also acts as adrninistrator for the ]3.oard of Pensions but in 
no way awards pensions. 

Section 3: Operations of the Department. 
As it is a mat/er of distinct interest that the operations of the Department be 
known the following is a brief slatement in tabu]ar form of what the D.S.C.R. has 
effeeted.

Section 4: As to knowledge of soldier as to advantages to which he is e.ntitled. 
A considerab]e amount of evidence was heard by the Conmaittee as to whether or 
hot all returned soldiers were fully acquainted with the various advantages to which 
they were entitled under the provisions effected by or on behalf of the D.S.C.R. and, for 
the ]oard of Pension Commissioners. It will be noted, of course, that the ]3oard of 
Pension Commissioners has hot been particularly discussed heretofore in this Report, 
but as it is considered that the knowledge of the returned soldier as to advantages 
should apply hot only to the D.S.C.R. but also fo the Board of Pension Commis- 
sioners reference is ruade thereto. 
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This evidence having been considered by the Committee it ha-s corne to the 
conclusion lhat in general the procedure adopted by the D.S.C.R. and Board of 
Pension Commissioners bas in the very great majority of cases fully advised the 
returned soldier and given him ample opportunity of knowing his rights as to treat- 
ment, training, pension and appeal from the decision.s of the D.S.C.I. and/or 
the oard of Pension Commissioners. 
The specific coznplaints received do not warrant the Committee arriving at any 
other conclusion. ]t is, however, submitted that neither of these Department% nor 
d'oes Parliament, desil"e that any roturued soldier, even in an isolated instance, should 
not haw ft, ll knowledge of the various advantag'es which the Sta.' bas provided for 
him and l-,is dependents, and in order therefore to set at test any questi«m which might 
bave arisen or which might arise even in scattered instances and so that no soldier 
will be depri'ed of any knowledge to which ho may be entitled the Commirtee recom- 
n,ends as ollows:-- 
That there shou]d be prepared .by the D.S.C.R. a memoranda or set of regula- 
;.ols in brief frm and in distinct and ordinary language setting forti in identical 
tek'ms wkat the rights of the returned soldier may be and that this be forwarded to 
each returned soldier with his pension oheque, if any, and sent to any soldier from 
whom application for help or for pension is received, and in addition be giron ",'easoa- 
able publicity through Veterans' magazines and by means of posting notices in the 
variou post-oices throughout Canada stating that the memoranda or set of regula- 
tions will be delivered on demand to any returned soldier. 

Sedtion 5: Constitution of further Medical Advizory Bard. 
The Committee bas also considered the evidence which bas been submited with 
 view of indicating that it might be wise in the interests of the returned soldier that 
a further Mcdical ]oard be constituted to vhich any returned soldier might appeal 
trom an award made by t.he D.S.C.R. and/or the B,)ard of Pension Çommissioners. 
In that regard the C,»mmittee does hot consider that the extent and nature of 
the conlplaint. received eutirely justify the constitution of a Board which would 
deal with appeals in geueral and believes that if such a Bard was provided it appears 
manifest from the evidence submitted and investigation rnade that the great majority 
of decisious ruade by the D.S.C.R. and/'or the B.P.C. but appealed from, would be 
confirmed. 
The Committee, however, considers with a view to clearly establishing the desire 
of the State to give the returned soldier every advantage that th'e constitution of a 
Board is advisable for the purpose of hearing limited appeals, namely:-- 
(a) where the D.S.C,.R. in a first or subsequent instance'gives a decision that a 
soldier is hot entitled to treatment owing to a disability being hot attribut- 
able to war service and the applicant bas produced a certiiïcate from a 
medical practitioner of standing showing that such decision is at fault 
submitting therewith reasona'ble evidence substantiating the facts set out 
in such certiiïcate. 
(b) where the physicians of the 'oard of Pension Commissioners give a decision 
as to attributability or estimation of disability c(ntrary to that of the 
District Medical Examiner; or 
(c) where a cisability pension bas been suspended, reduced or cancelled by the 
]oard of Pension Contmissioners without or contrary to the opinion of the 
District Medical Examiner and/'or a Travelling Medical Board or a similarly 
constituted :Medical Board. 
In any of these instances it is considered that a ,Board of three independ'ent 
medical men with oiice at Ottawa, entirely independent as to decision of D.S.C.R. 
or B.P.C. or a physician or physicians (not more than two), on the staff of a recog- 
nized hospital of standing in any city or town (approved by th'e ][inister of S.C.R.) 
but entirely independent of the D.S.C.R. or B.P.C. s-hall be appointed and who

should be authorized fo hear appeals and the decision given under such appeal should 
be indicated to the Department whose decision is appealed ¢rom, which Departmcnt 
shall give fo such decision the necessary effect. There is to be no cost to the com- 
plainant ¢or any fee of such :Board. The costs antecedent to the appeal and incurred 
by the applicant are to be borne by hi'm if the declsion of the Appeal :Board is adverse. 
Section 6: Hospitals in operation under the D.S.C.R. 
The hospitals presently in operation under the D.S.C.R. may be said to treat: 
1. ]k[ental cases. 
2. Tuberculofis cases. 
3. Other case_. 
The Committee submits that in its opinion as regards hospitals that the situatio_,l 
should bc carefully reviewed by the D.S.C.R., and where it is possible to employ 
hospitals privately operated or )perated under provincial authority with equal beuefit 
to the soldier that ,uch last-named hospitals should be employed in place of tbose 
now operated or under the control of the D.S.C.R. 
It is admitted in this re'ard that there may be diflàculty in placing mental cases 
in provincial institutions and possibly two, or at most three hospitals for the pur- 
pose of treating mental and neurological cases may be required to be maiutained at 
suitable points by the ,State. 
As regards hospitals for the tuberculous it would be preferable to have these 
privately operated, if possible, under State exam.ination, but, if not possible, then 
perhaps certain of such hospitals might have to be maintained by the State, but in 
that respect it is sugested that soldiers suffering ¢rom tuberculosis should be placed 
in local institutions near to their own people. 
As te hospitals for other cases it is consideed that these shotdd be closed as 
quickly a. p)ssible and the sggetions eontained in this section adopted as speedily 
as is possible. 
As regards clinical treatments it is considered that these cctdd be as well dealt 
with in hospitals tmder private manag'emcnt as in those under the charge ot the 
department. 
Section 7: Sheltered employment After-care of Tuberculous, etc. 
The question of sheltered employment, also after-care of the tuberculous, bas 
engaged the attention of several Parliamentary Ccmmittees and bas resulted in 
much rel;resentation and investigation. Such being the case it is desirable to review 
briefly in substance--the past as well as the prescnt investigations and representa- 
tions. 
The class of ex-soldier for vhom relief is sought in this regard may be said fo 
be :-- 
1. Those whom real otd age has at the tlme of dieharg'e with or wlthout 
other disability rendered tnfit for employment ou the open labour market, 
and those who are prematurely old frcm causes either arlsing out of or 
entirely unassoçiated with service. It is needless to say that this group will 
increase as time goes on. 
:.). Those handicapped by severe physical disabilities which are the result 
of deformities, amputations, or arise otherwise from injuries due to service. 
3. Tbose with some chronic condition due to service but who are not 
included in the tuberculots. 
4. Those who are suffering from some mental or nervous condition in 
whole or part due fo service. 
5. The ttberculous. 
6. Those who owing to varie>us other causes due af least in part fo service 
are unable to give to any fixed occupation the saine extent of eflàciency as i 
expeeted :_om a man 100 per cent fit.

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It is of course submitted that certain inc]uded in one or more of those classes 
are subject te treatment in hospital or otherwiêe frein rime te rime. :It is for the 
period spent out of ho6pital or sanatorium and owing le the desirability in many 
cases of furnishing work beneficial te cases instead of enforeed idlenes te which the 
observations contained in this memorandum apply. It is net however intended that 
any recommendations herein ruade sould apply te lhose who through lack of appli- 
cation or the des]re te be surrounded by particular conditions refuse or decline te 
fol]ow other occupation which they are able te prosecute. 
The question of pension need net be considered because the intention hereof is 
tbat pension a awarded shall continue whether or net any applicant engages in work 
iu the emp]oyments hereiu referred te. 
The question under discussion may alo be taken frein two viewpoints:-- 
1. The duty of the St«te te those wbo bave served in the war. 
2. The advisability of the State of keeping engaged in suitable surround- 
ing and ai suitable occupafious those who otherwise would or might be a 
surplus ou the labour market and rhum_ become a charge on the 'State in one 
ferre or another. 
As bas beeu previously stated, this question bas been heretofore considered on 
nmny occasion and in particular by the larliamentary Committees of 1920 and 
1921. During the sittings of those eommittee most detailed investigation was ruade 
s will appear frein their respective reports and aise frein the evidence whch was 
adduced before them. There should also be menfioned the memorandum covering 
fle subject of conferenccs between the ofiîcers of the D.S.C.I. and the members of a 
èpecial committee appointed by the Canadian led Cro te go into the matter of 
etablishîng worlsbops fc.r the provision of sheltered employment--which discusses 
this subject in an exhaustive manner and te which memorandum reference is hereby 
particularly ruade. 
In view of the considerations referred o in preceding par,graph the D..CR. 
bave continued te carry out, experimental work in workshops conducted for the pur- 
l,ose at Hamilton, Toronto, King.ton, London and ]3rantford. In addition xqen coming 
frvin other centres were taken are of and given speeial assistance in the provision 
of sheltered einployment under other auspices than speeial workehops. In addition 
te these aetivities of the IO.S.C.]R., the Canadian ]Red Çrcss bave prosecuted similar 
aetivities at Victoria, B.C, Vancouver, ]3.C., while at .A[ontreal a workshop has been 
o10erating under the combined support, of the ]ed Croes, Y.M.C.A., and Knights of 
Columbus. 
As aetivifies were shown as above indieated in these directions the I).S.Ç.]. bas 
further studied the situation in eonjunction with the ]ed Cross as will appear frein 
Inenloranda subinitted te this Committee by Wllich it furlher appears that the ]ed 
Cross are willing te eollaborate in solving the question under discussion. If also 
appears frein sueh memoranda that the way is new elear te Inake definite arrange- 
Inents with the ]Red Cross and/or with other ]ike constituted bodies hareng objeets 
siinilnr in substance flmreto. 
The Comlnittee has considered this question and the memoranda and evidenee 
produeed belote it and s of opinion that the eonduct of workships providing shel- 
tered employment for those above indieated are essential net only in the interest o 
ex-soldiers but, also for the benefit of the State for reasons above referred te. 
The Committee bas eonsidered as te whefiaer it is preferable hat the conduct 
of sueh workshops would be better in the hands of seine non-governmental ageney 
subjeet in se far as is neeessary te departmental examination, or whether sueh work- 
hops should be operated entirely by the Department. 
The Committee does net eonsider that the prineiple o non-governmental opera- 
tion should in all cases be adopted. It may in certain instances be advisable, and in 
thers net. 
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The Committee does consider that adequate provision for the purposes above 
referred to should be effected without delay, and where for the pur'pose of effecting 
the result it may be considered by the Department better to enter into agreements 
with non-governmental organizations it should be authorized to do so, the sufficiency 
of standing of any such non-governmental agency in all cases to be to the satisfaction 
of the Department. 
Until suitable arrangements are ruade the D.S.C.R. should continue its present 
activities. 
That where arrangements may be entered into with non-governmental organiza- 
tions the Department should be authorized at the outset te assist in the establishing 
of the shops on a proper basis by providing the capital necessary in the premises, 
inc]uding equipment. 
Your Committee expresses the opinion that while it might be justly argued that 
that the State bas no direct responsibility beyond the payment of pension as awarded 
he subject is better treated from a more broad viewpoin but it should be understood 
that those seeking or participating in the advantages herein expressed should be 
responsible on their own efforts and hot be in receipt of pay and allowanees. 
Section 8: Transportcdon o ex-menbers of he forces sufferng from total bHndness 
and other dsabilites. 
The Cmmittee bas carefully considered the inabilities suffered by ex-soldiers 
who are totally blind and who bave suffered disabilities necessitating the employment 
of an escort. 
The Committee recommends that free transportation in Canada be granted to 
any member of the forces who bas been pensioned for total blindness or for a dis- 
ability which necessitates an escort accompanying on a journey such ex-soldier--in 
cases where an escort does so accompany such ex-so]d-'er. The provision only to 
apply to cases of irregular travel or where the ex-soldier is travelllng on account of 
his annual vacation, and in no case where the travelling is ordinarily at frequent 
intervals. In all cases the Department fo be given discretionary power when or when 
hot to accord this privilege. 
Scton 9: Proridin.q burial expenses for ex-members of t]e Forces. 
The Cmmittee bas considered that certain adequate provision should be ruade 
for the burial expenses of ex-members of the forces who die in destitute circumstances 
and in whose cases burial is not otherwise provided for under the Pension Act, 
including ex-members of the Imperial Forces. It is considered advisable also that 
military honours of a certain character should be accorded. 
In this connection the Committee has considered the petition recelved from the 
Last Post Fund and bas also considered the evidence submitted before the Cmmittee 
which met in 19"90. It is understood that the Fund bas carried on excellent work for 
t]:e past ourteen years and is organizing its system throughout the Dominion. Its 
desire is that no former member of the forces who dies in destitute circumstances 
should be buried in a pauper's grave. 
The petition of the Trustees of the said Fund ruade certain requests. It is hot 
deemed advisable by the Committee that these requests be entirely granted, but it 
is considered that some action should be taken along the lines suggested by the petition 
in question. 
The Committee therefore recommends that the Department of Soldiers' Civil 
]e-establishment be authorized to enter into an agreement with and to make a grant 
ç,f $10,000 per annum to the Trustees of the Last Post Fund for the purpose of 
assisting towards the provision of burial expenses of former members of the forces 
of Canada and her Allies who die in destitute circumstances and for whom no other 
provision is ruade. It is hot intended that such payment shall in any way apply 
towards the burial of dependents of former members of the forces. 
38126--24 
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]t is also considered that the Department of Soldiers' Civil Re-establishment 
should before payment of the grant in question be fully satisfied that the proceeds 
thereof shall proportionately be applied for the burial of ex-soldiers in all the Pro- 
rinces o Canada, and that the organization o the Last Post Fund is sufiicient to 
curry out the intended purpose. 
With regard to military honours during burial the Conmlttee recommends ttat 
where acilities exist the Department of [ilitia and Defence should furnish a gun 
carriage and a bugler. 
'ecto, 10: Exchange. 
Representations were ruade to the Coramittee alleging that serlous discrepancies 
were ruade in tbe p«y and allowances of the Overseas Military Forces of Canada by 
making such payments in sterling or foreign currency at par value and hot at the 
current rate o£ exchange. It was a]so alleged that a conservative estimate of the los 
sustained by members of the Overseas ]Iilitary Forces of Canada amounted to a large 
figure, and it was therefore requested ttat tte lederal Goverument immediately cause 
an npartial investigation to be ruade of all payments to members of tte Overseas 
]Iilitary lorces of Canada witt a view o£ obtaining the ullest possible iuformation. 
Ehe Committee has care£ully considered this request and tins investigated the 
fluctuations in the rate o£ exchange which occurred during the period in questioa. 
These fluctuations do hot appear to be very significant. To analyze and adjust 
accounts of all overseas men would involve a very large expenditure on administration 
and would take nmny months, and, even if doue, it would hot be possible to determine 
with exactitude tte amount involved owing to the variety of conputations whlch 
would requi to be ruade. 
The Committee realizing these difflculties considers it would be impossible to 
arrive at any kind o£ proper computation in ttis respect but recommends that tte 
Department of 5Iilitia and Defence curry out a reasonable investigation in this regar:l, 
and i£ it appears tterefrom that the State derlved benefit by reason of the rates of 
exchange complained of that such benefit be estimated in some reasonable way ar,..t 
the report so arrived at be presented to a subsequent Parliamentary Committee. 
Secl, io,t 11: Catdéen Futds. 
It was represented to the Committee tlaat the amount standing in the hands of 
tlae Government in tlais respect was considerable. 
The Committee bas carefully reviewed all phases of the various discussions and 
evidence which bave taken place or have bcen produced and in particular the plebiscite 
which was taken under Order in Council P.C. 4122 dated 8rd N-ovember, 1921, and 
the result of that plebiscite. 
It was considered by the Committee after the Report of the Canteen Disposal 
Funds Committee, appointed under the said Order in Council, had beeu reviewed, and 
also after having heard the evidence, that the plebiscite as so taken did hot yield 
conclusive results. 
The Committee bas also considered a resolution submitted by the Dominion 
Veterans  Alliance whicla asked tlaat a :Board of Trustees to include representatives of 
the Government and of at least six representative ex-service men nominated by the 
Dominion Veterans' Alliance be appoiteà and emp,)wered to deal with the administra- 
tion of the Canteen lunds and the interest thereof. 
As regards ttis the Commîttee £elt that the suggestions ruade in such resolution 
particularly as regards the creation o£ the :Board o£ Administration therein referred 
to mlght in part complicate the situation, and was of opinion ttat a :Board composed 
of offlcers o£ the D.S.CI. with representatives o£ the various Veterans' Organizations 
wauld be better able to handle the situation than by creating as was requested also 
similar :Boards in each province. The Committee, however, considered even should 
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the ]oard be constituted as indicated in the 9receding sentence without having seine 
definite reference ruade thereto that endless discussion would ensue and no conclusive 
results be obtained, all of which was net in the interest of the ex-soldiers. 
The Committee therefore recommends: 
1. That a ]3oard of Administration be named by Order in Council te be composed 
in part of ocers of the D.S.C.R. and in part of representatives of ex-service men 
and in part of representative citizens of the Dominion of Canada having a knowledge 
of or interested in affairs of ex-soldiers, including education, and that the details of 
dministration, ineluding re-appointments from time te time te the ]3oard which may 
be rendered neeessary, be left in the hands of the ]3oard se in the first place te be 
appointed. 
The Committee also having eonsidered with great eare the various proposais 
whieh had been ruade in refeïenee te the di,po.al of these funds and having reeeived 
adviee frein many, reeommends that the Board se te l)e appointed consider the 
advisabi]ity of employing the sid Canteen Funds: 
(a) In the allocation of such ammmt as may be neeessary for the purpose of the 
promotion of workshops where sheltered employment under suitable conditions eau 
be provided where net already in existence or in the opinion of the Board are net 
sufl]eiently provided for; and 
(b) Te provide further edu('ational faeilities for ehildren of ex-members of the 
forces, sueh edueation te be both prinmry and seeondary, and te app]y te sueh 
children of ex-members of the forces who would otherwise in the opinion of the 
Board be unable te procure sueh edueational faeilities. 
The Committee in expressing this opinion further desires te state that the details 
thereof and the general poliey of administration, the eost thereof and the applieability 
of the Funds themselves (the foregoing suggestions being taken into aeeount), be 
left te the diseretion of the Board se te be eonstituted. 

Section 12. Repatriatiou of former .members of tle forces discharged in E»gland, 
ad tleir dpe»dents. Relief for distressed Ca»mdians 
It bas been represented te the Committee that during the war and at dembbiliza- 
tion about twenty thousand members of the Çanadian Expeditionary Force took their 
diseharge in F.ngland. Prier te the demobilization of the Imperial Forces it wa 
net diIfieult for these men te seeure work but during the latter part of 1919 the 
situation ehanged and unemploymmt beeame acute. A a result of thls the office 
of the High Commissioner was besieged personally and by correspondenee for reli,:f 
and assistance te return te Çanada. 
Although it was admitted that there was no Iegal claire upon the Government 
of Canada it was eonsidered desirabIe te deal with these cases on eompassiona*,e 
grounds. For that purpose certain sums of money were provlded for relief and furth«,r 
sums were also provided te defray the eost of transportation of former members 
of the forces and their dependents te Canada. 
Certain provisions were laid down by Order in Couneil governing rep_qtriati»_n 
and aise the refund of rares paid by the men thense]ves and these provisions were 
in force until 15th November, 1921, when they were eaneelled by P.C 4385. It bas 
been provided by various Oïders in Cotmeil that in view of the large numLer of 
women and ehildren, soldiers' dependents, without sufl]eient funds te provide trans- 
portation and who should be returned te their bornes h Cnada as early as possib'.:, 
and in view of the great sacrifices ruade by Canadian soldiers and saiIors it was 
deemed reasonabIe that these dependents should be returned at the Government:s 
expense. 
The High Commissloner's off]ce has pointed out that the diseharge of twent$ 
theusand men in Eng]and resulted in a direct savlng te the Candian ]xehequer 
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of from one million and a half to two million dollars and that the cost of repatriating 
2hose who now desire to return to Canada will be much less than this sure including 
the expenditures already nlade. 
Certain of the men who took their discharges in England have been returned 
to Canada and also others who went back to England after the Armistice have beea 
similarly returned to Canada. 
Between 1st June, 1920, and 31st December, 1921, 2,713 applications for repatria- 
tion were received. Of this number 1,787 bave taken their discharge in England 
and 926 bave returned from Canada and were unable to secure work. 
The Committee in considering further action by the Government in this connec- 
tion bas been bound to take into consideration certain facto, in particular--that the, 
nmn who took their discharges in England could hOt foresee the abn,»rmal industrial 
conditions which followed the war. It is clearly shown that those who are now asking 
assistance are doing so not as a matter of right but are appealing to the Government 
to be generous and give them another chance to re-establish themselves in the country 
for which they fought. 
It is of course to be considered that unemployment is still marked in Canad.t 
but it is not thought that the addition of the number of men now desiring to retura would make any material difference. In addition these nlen having served in the 
forces should make the most desirable type of citizens on account of being acquainted 
with Canadian conditions. 
It is indicated that the number of men with dependents who might reques 
repatriation would be about 5,500. 
The Committee bas considered the whole situation and is of opinion that provi- 
sion should be ruade to repatriate as quickly as possible the most deserving cases amoug 
those ex-members of the forces who took their discharges in :England, togetler with 
their depcndents, providing they and their dependents desire repatriation and reach a 
definite decision to that effect before sme early date to be fixed by Order in Counci!. 
While it is admitted that the sure necessary for the purpose may be large it is con- 
sidered that the money, in view of the abovc reason» and for other reasons also. would 
be wisely expended. Estinated liability $150,000. 
The foregoing opinion and recommendation of thi»" Committee is subject to regu- 
lations to be drawn up by the D.S.C.R. and other departments of the Governnlent 
concerned. 
As regards relief to distressed Canadians in the United Kingdom, as noted sums 
have already been provided. These sums are now exhausted. Further relief is 
undoubtedly required and it is t!:erefore recommended that the sure of $10,000 be 
appropriatcd for that purpose. 

S,'ction 13: As re.qards makinq payments dt par of excbange. 
Two questions arise in thi regard--the first is--as to the payment of pension to 
Imperial pensioners resident in Canada at par rate of exchange---and the second-- 
as regards payment at par of exchange also to Canadians resident in England in 
receipt of pension, etc., and their dependents, and also in respect of moneys brought 
back from England as set forth below. 
Tlie Honourable The 3[inister of Finance asked the Committee to decide whether 
the practice presently in force in this regard should be continued or discontinued. 
Previots Parliaraentary Committees have given considerable study to this raatter. 
The procedure at present in force deals with: 
1. The cashing of all sterling drafts, ocial cheques, letters and table transfers, 
13ritish h[.)uey Orders and British currency Ihat represent puy. allowances, pensions 
and gratuities of former m.embers of the C.E.F. including their dependents: and 
. Similar privileges in respect f f)rmer memher of the Imperial Forces who 
were domiciled in Ca,,mda on the 4th August. 1914. 
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The Committee has given the who|e subject carefu| consideration and recommends 
as follows :-- 
1. That al[ claims received prior to 30th :[une, 1922, and ruade under exist- 
ing regulations if stbsequently proved eligible be paid under the authority of 
such regulations. 
2. That previous regulations as to the redemption at par of all sterling 
drafts, oiïîcial cheques, letter and cble transfers, British hloney Orders and 
Brltish currency that represent pay, a|lowances, pension and gratuities of 
former members of the C.E.F. inc!uding thelr dependents, be continued provided 
that adjustment of the difference between the current and par rates of exchange 
may only be ruade when the actual .terling covered by ttie claim is recelved for 
redcmption by the Department of Milltla and Defence. 
3. That the Department of Militia and Defence before considering any 
claire shall require the former member of the forces presenting a claim to 
supply such aifidavlts, dec|arations or other evidence as may be deemed neces- 
sary in support thereof and that no payment shall be ruade unless the Depart- 
ment of Militia and Defence is satisfied that such former member of the forces 
is entitled to the benefit of the privileges for which claire is made. 
4. That the privilege heretofore enjoyed by former members of the Imperial 
Forces with respect to the cashing of pension cheques at par be discontinued 
as front the 30th June, 19)2, and that only cheques which have been deposited 
for collection with a chartered Bank of Canada on or before that date be 
redeemed at par. 

Section I: Old Age Pesios. Treatment of Former Members of the Forces clcss- 
fied s w]olly ncerobe or chronicaly recoiffent cases needing inst,tuHonal 
care. 
Representations were ruade to the Committee respecting the matters referred to 
in the abovc headings. Such representatlons have been carefully considered, and in 
addition, the Connuittee bas made all possible investigation in order to reach a deci- 
sion of value to former members of the Forces. 
The Committee must adroit that the rime will arrive when ex-members of the 
Forces, by reason of old age, will not be able to support themselves and will thus be 
subject to severe suffering or be a charge on the community in which they reside, 
and perha).» in certain cases, have by sucb communlty no provision made for their 
welfare. The Committee consider that the.e facts slould be taken into conslderation 
immediately with a vew of reaching an early decision and effectuating such decision 
just as soon as the necessity crises. 
The Committee therefore recommends that where ex-soldiers reach a stage in lire 
considered to be old age and are not in receipt of such reasonble pension under the 
regulations at that rime existing, and are not in receipt of care or treatment in homes 
which may be prov[ded for the purpose, that consideration 'be given to the establish- 
ment of pensions or other help as may be considered reasonably necessary for the 
purpose of assi-sting ex-soldiers in tlieir old age. 
]n addition to the foregoing, the Committee recommends that consideration be 
glven to the providing for homes where ex-soldiers during old age may reside in 
comfort subject to being there provided with the necessary su'bsistence and reasonable 
comVrts which the pension awarded, if any, might not be sufflcient to give. 
As regards trcatment of former members of the Forces who have been classified 
by mdical oflïcers of the ])epartment as wholly incurable or chronically recurrent cases 
needng institutlonal care, the Committee has t::ken that situation under the most 
car(-ful advlsement, recognizing thaî there are af present, and in fact will be in the 
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future, many of such cases which must be provided for. As a matter of fact, an 
sùmate of the number of cases in hospital at the present rime, who might rightly be 
c]assed as incurable, would go to show that from 30 to -°5 per cent would be the 
ninimum estimate, and that these cases will increase very materially as the years go 
by 
In the case under discussiçn, the major portion of those so classified as incurable 
i.s because of some nmnifestation of old age. In the future largely similar types of 
cases will be embraced where possibly only a portion of the condition present may be 
aT*.ributable to war service and yet where the patient is .unable fo earn a living and is 
-'.n need, in part certainly, of mt-dical supervision. 
Under legislation as now existing, the Department bas no general authority to 
proxde treatnent except with full pay and allowances. That being the case, it would 
seem clear that it cannot provide continuous care for the cases under discussion to 
which, under other circumstances, if ]«gislation was provided, care might be given. 
It is felt that the Government would be meeting its obligations were such cases to be 
t,rov.:ded with whatever care or treatnen each requires, and rather than pay each one 
t'l] pay and allowances, to grant nmdical treatment subject to a continuation of the 
peneion as granted by the ]3oard of Pension Commissioners less a fair deduction for 
maintenance cost in the cases of those pensioners wht,se pensions are sufficiently high 
o enable deductions to 'be ruade without personal hardship to the man and his depen- 
d«.nts. 
The Çonnnittee therefore recommends, as regards the foregoing, that it is desirable 
to empower the Department of Soldiers' Çivil Re-estnblishment to grant rnedical 
treatment subject fo a continuation of pension granted by the ]oard of Pension 
Ço:nmissioners, and to a far deduction for maintenance cost in the cases of those 
pensioners whose pensions are suciently high to enable deductions tobe rnade without 
Ieronal hardship to the man and his dependents. 

UNEMPLOYMENT 

Section 15: .Assistance fo 'the Unemployed. 
5Iany representations bave been ruade to the Committee as to how the serious 
situation relating to unemployment, in so far as it affects the returned soldier, should 
bc dealt with. 
The Coraraittee fully realizes the situation snd bas eagerly sought for sugges- 
tior_,s whlch would provide a solution particularly so that unemployment among 
reiurned soldiers might be lessened. In that respect, however, it nmst be recognized 
tiret unenployment among returned soldiers is to a great extent ai least only a part 
çî *he general unemployment situation and until normal conditions return it is very 
do,btful if any measures can be recommended to allevlate the situation. 
ïhe Committce bas therefore corne to the conclusion, seeing that no concrete 
sug_-e.¢tions.have been placed before it, and also in view of the fact that it bas been 
unable to frame suggestions which would be reasonably practical and immediately 
eticacious, that it cannot make any specific recommendations in this respect. It, 
however, suggests that all measures it is possible to take be taken to relieve the present 
unemployment situation, and that investigation be prosecuted vith all possible 
diligence. 
There is also another question as to unemployment which bas seriously dlsturbed 
the Committee, namely, the employment of those who are disabled or those who 
owing to illness or other causes attributable to war service rnay hot be as strong 
physically as those who are hot so affected. In this regard, the ,Committee recom- 
nwnds most strongly that in all Government positions in which those indicated in 
this paragraph tan be emp]oyed that they should be employed wlth preference to 
çthers, and in addition that the Government take all necessary steps by means of 
ç-operation with provincial and rmmicipal authorities and in fact urge all such 
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authorities and also private corporations *.bat those indicated in this paragraph 
.h,uld be employed with preference wherever possible. The Cmmittee considers that 
thc action herein indicated is hot only due, but is also a duty of the 'State to those 
in ths paragraph referred to. 
In the past, particular]y the ]ast two Winters, relief bas been given to returned 
soldiers by means of grants in money and in kind. The Committee calls the atten- 
tion of the House to the fact that such relief will almost with certainty be required 
during next winter, and desires that the House be ful]y seized with the importance 
oi taking the necessary immediate meastlres to assist the unemployed soldiers over 
what will likely be another critical period next winter. In that respect the Com- 
m.itee wou]d further point out to the }{ouse that the system of a payment of money 
grants or in kind, as previously exercised, is hot as commendable as if work was 
furnished in the various ]ocalities to ieturned soldiers and they be paid for such 
work as each may effect. In that respect also, it may be argued that the provlding 
of .-uch work, publicly or otherwise, may hot in certain cases .be in accord with the 
procedure presently laid down by the Government. That may be the case, but notwith- 
stand_g, it is strongly recommended that if possible in place of the system hereto- 
forc c.rried out for unemployment relief among returned soldiers, that works be 
started and contnued so that employment, and pay for such employment, may be 
given. 

Section 16: Applic«tion for bons by woy of delh, ery of Govern»ent Bonds. 
l'he C«mmittee bas received repres«:nttions of an organization representlng 
retrned so]ders, suggesting that re-establishment bonus based on place and ]ength 
of ,ervice, such bonus to be paid by bond dates, each person qualified fo receive bonus 
to bave four individual bonds placed to his credit, maturing at various issues. The 
extent of the bonus so fo be payable was aiso discussed. The Committee after careful 
eoideration was of the opinion that it could hot recommend the payment of bonus 
in the manner sugge.ted. 

Section 17: E»ploy»tent of Disob?ed. 
Under this heading, the third and final report of the Parllamentary Commlttee 
which met in 19"1 contained a recommendation that for a period of three years from 
September 1, 19°1 the Government of Cnada should assume the ]iability imposed 
upan emp]oyers of disabled former members of the Forces to whom a pension of 20 per 
cent or over is payable by the Government of 'Canada in respect of disabilit.v rêceived 
in, or attributable to, the great war, xvhen sch former members of the Forces meet 
wih industrial accidents, the who]e stbject to the regt]ations which were set out 
in the said recommendation of the 1921 Committee, to which reference is hereby 
ruade for a more fu]l description of such regu]ations. 
On the -09th December, 19£1, Order in Council P.C. 443- °, was passed, providing 
for the assumption of ]iability imposed upon employers of disabled former members 
of the Forces to whom a pension of 20 per cent or over was payable by the Govern- 
mem of Canada in respect of disability received in or attributable fo the great war, 
when such former members of the Forces meet with industrial accidents, the who]e 
subject to the regu]ations set forth in said Order in 'Counci]. 
When this recornmendatlon was made by the 1991 Committee, it was the inten- 
t':on, that the emp]oyers of men in the classes mentioned should be relieved of the pay- 
ment of premiums to the various Workmen's Compensation ]oards in so far as uch 
pr,,miurns applied to these men, but at a conference between the Department of 
S.C.]:'. and representatives of ail the Workmen's Compensation ]oards in Canada 
it was 10ointed out that riais arrangement could hot be ruade effective without amend- 
ment fo every provincial act. A compromise was thcrefore suggested which would 
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produce the same effect, nameIy, that the Department should reimburse the employer 
the amount of premiums paid and should deduct the total amount of all reimburse- 
ments in the province from the total amount of compensation payable. 
]t bas been po]nted out fo this Committee that the arrangement referred to in 
the preceding paragraph, and as set forth in paragraphs 2 and 3 of the recommenda- 
îions in the said Order in Council, does not agree with the phraseology of the last 
larl]amentary Committee, nor with the introduction of tbe subject in the Order in 
Çouncil. The marrer bas been referred to the Departznent of Justice for ruling 
which bas replied in the following terms:-- 
" ] bave the honour to reply to your letter of Iay ')nd in which you ask in effec. 
to be advised whether your Dcpartment is authorized under the Appropriation Act 
N-o. 2 of 1921 approving of Part 3, 'Section 11, of the 3rd and final report of the 
Special Comnittee o the House of Commons e Re-establlshment, to pay to empIoyers 
of penioners the amounts that they are obliged to puy to the Provincial Workmen's 
Compensation ]:'oards 'by way of asses..¢ment or premiums in respect of all sucb 
pensioners, or whether you are only autborized fo make payments when an accident 
occurs and compensation is awarded. ]t appears to me that th'e legislation to which 
I bave rei'erred unquestionably makes an accident and the award of conpensati.n 
conditions precedent to liabiliy and this llability may not be enlarged by regula- 
tion ". 
From the foregoing, and in partlcular from the said opinion, it would appea_ 
that it is hot possible to carry out the itentions of the last larliamentary Çommittee 
owing to a technicality. 
The Committee therefore recomends that the necessary legislation be passel 
tc gi'e effcct to the orginl intcnt]on as'set forth above. 

Section 18: Farm Colony Proposais. 
Representation was ruade to the Committee in variou.s respeets as regard. the 
advisabi]ity of establisbing farm colonies for after-care of the tuberculous and other 
ex-soldiers suffering from various causes. Representation was in particular ruade 
by the 5[eadowbrook Farm Commission. 
The Ccmmittee bas given consideration to the various representations, and, 
while entirely sympathetic to such proposals, is not convinced that proposais of suci 
description are in the best interests of those affected with tuberculosis in particular. 
It bas a]so been submitted fo the Committee that in so far as the farm colony scheme 
i,. coucerned, the capital expenditure involved for the number benefited would be very 
large. 
The D.S.C.R. is very carefully studying the situation, but in the meantime from 
the evidence placed before the Committee, it is not able to bring in any recommend- 
tion. 

Section 19: Orthopoedic and Surgical Appliances. 
Detailed representation was ruade to the Commlttee with respect to the ortho- 
poedic and .surgical appliances-manufactured and urnish'ed by the Department. 
In this respect the evidence given by the Amputations Association of the Great 
War, Toronto, bas been carefully considered by the Committee, including the various 
types of orthopædic pplinces therein referred fo. The matters referred to in 
ths evidence bave also been taken up with the Department of Soldiers' Civil Re-estab- 
],.'shment and the oflïcials of that Department bave explained thelr views to the 
Committee. 
The Commlttee recommends that the Department continue its investigations a 
regards the various orthopoedic appliances referred to in the evidence of the Amputa- 
tion Association of the Great War and should it be ascertained that any of the appli- 
ances therein referred to are more suitable for use that any improvements be embodied 
in the appllances to be furnish'ed by the Department. 
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Various other matters brought out in the evidence of the Amputation Associatior 
ave also been carefully considered and the attention of the D.S.C.R. is directed 
thereto. 
Section 20: War Service Gratuity. 
It has beeu represented to the Conamittee that the period during which applica- 
tions may be received for the supplementary gratuity for former members of the 
Imperial Forces previously domiciled in Canada should be indefinitely extended. 
This request refers to the auglnentation of the gratuity by the Imperial authorities 
to pre-war resideuce of applicants who served in the Imperial Forces. Many of these 
men are hot aware that this concessiol has been granted by the Government of 
Canada. The Special Parliamentary Committee which sat in 1921 recommended 
an extensiou of the date by which applications required to be made fo the 31st Marcb, 
1922. 
The Conmlittee does not recommend that the date be indefillitely extended, but 
as it is aware that further applications are still coming in from men who have only 
just become aware of their rights, it is recmnmended that there be a further extension 
to the 31st March, 1923. 

Chapter III 
PENSIONS 
Sectl, on 1: Repo,t as to Operatons of Special Parlamntary Committee, 1921. 
The report of the Special Parliamentary Committee with authority similar to 
this Comlnittee, in its report dated 26th May, 1921, which is above referred to, nmde 
certain recommendations and discussed certain subjects relating to Pensions. 
The report above referred to bas been reviewed by this Committee and it bas 
been round that the recomnlendations ruade therein bave been put into effect either 
by legislation or by regulatioll, with the exception of the following for the reasoas 
hereinafter noted. 
(a) Pensions to be awarded old age disability: 
Tlle 1921 Committee was of the opinion that the time would s.hortly arrive when 
circumstances would point to the necessity of serious consideration being given to the 
soldiers without pensionable disability who were unable through age or infinnity 
to care for thelnselves. 
This item is taken up in the report of the 19.)2 Conlmittee. 
(b) That pension be awarded to a widow married after the appearance of the 
disability if the marriage takes place six months before death. 
This was taken up by the 192-2 Committee and is the subject referred fo in 
Section 7 of the Chapter. 
Section 2: Authority under which tJe Departmet acts. 
Pensions are under the control of'the Board of Pension Commissioners which 
bas fu]l power and authority and exclusive jurisdition in all nmtters appertaining 
fo pensions. 
The :Board of Pension Commissioners consists of three members who hold oflîce 
during good behaviour for a period of ten years from the date of appointment, 
removable for cause only by the Governor in Council. - 
The Board of Pension Commissioners funetions as a judieial booEv and is entiïely 
free from departmental or other like influence. 
The Aet under whieh the ]3oard of Pension Commissioners operates is The 
Pension Aet, being 91-0 Geo. V. Chapter 42 assented to 1st guly, 1919, operative 
1st September, 1919; 10-11 Geo. V. Chapter 62. assented to 1st guly, 1920, operative 
1st September, 1920; 11-12 Geo. V. Chapter 45, asented to th June, 1921, operative 
1st September, 1921.

,Section 3: Explanaton of Procedure--Disability and A ttributability. 
The Act in question app]ies o any member of the forces which means any person 
vho bas served in thc naval, military or air forces of Canada since the commencement 
of the War. 
Under the Act in question pensions are awarded fo and in respect of members of 
the forces when the disability or death in respect to w,hich application for pension is 
ruade was attributable to military service as such. 
It is to be noted in this respect. OEhat prior to 1st September, 1920, any disability 
incurred by an undischarged soldier was pensionable---misconduct excepted--and it 
lherefore followed from this that a soldier on service either in Canada or elsewhere who 
suffered death or disability from any cause--misconduct excepted--would, or his 
dependents would, be pensionable, but on account of disabi]ity incurred or a death 
which occurred on or subsequent to 1st ,epteml)er, 1920, pension would hot be 
awarded unless the disability or death was due to military service as such. 
It follows from this information th,at pension is awarded either for death, whlch 
needs no explanation, and in which case pension is pald to dependents of the so]dier, 
or for disability, and by a disability is meant the loss or lessening of the power o will 
and to do any normal, mental or physical act. 
As bas been noted above subsequent to 1st September, 1920, the disability or death 
for which pension is awarded must be atributable to military service as such. Whether 
or hot a disability or even death is attributable to military service depends on evidence 
and medical estimation of each particular case. Each case is separaely sudied and 
if there is any question as to whether a disnbiliy was attributable to military service 
as such the doubt is always given in favour of the ex-soldier. 
A pension for a disability may be small or great, depending on the extent of the 
disabillty from which he ex-soldier may be suffering. The disability may be an 
inability, or may be a prohibition--by the latter is meant the prohibition to do 
something by reason of medical advice. The extent of the disabi]ity also depends on 
evidence and medical advice, but in all cases every effort is ruade in favour of the 
ex-soldier, each individual case being separately studied, but it should be understood 
that he basie and the basic rate of all pensions is taken on the basis of an unskilled 
labourer 100 per cent efficient--that was the vnly common denominator which thorough 
investigation bas round to be practicable in application and i therefore follows that 
the station in lire of the ex-soldier or his earning capacity in spheres outside the 
common labour market are hot considered. 
The Committee bas heard much evidence on the subject of attributability and on 
the est.imation of disability. The ofiïeials of the Pension ]3oard have been examined 
as well as prominent medical practitioners. 
Representations bave been nmde to the Çonunittee asking that the terre "attrl- 
butability" be defined by legislation, or that more set rules be laid down which will 
govern the medical authorities in their opinion thereon, or in estimating the extent 
of disability, as the case may be. 
The Committee feels that the weight of opinion tends to show that decislons 
where any doubt exists are given in favour of the soldieï. The Committee also feels 
that if legls]ation was enacted detning in set terres the manner in which attributabi]ity 
should be considered or estimation of disabilit" decided, the medical authorities in 
deciding on these questions wou]d be bound by the terres of the definitlons so pro- 
posed to be ruade, and in the event of doubt might hot be able to go outside the 
provisions of such definitions and thus a]so be unable to give more ]enient consideration 
in favour of the ex-soldier. The C.ommittee therefore considers it unwise by ]egislation 
to attempt to define the terre " attribatability" or the method in which disability 
should be flxed, and prefers to bave he saine rest on rnedical advice and estimation. 
The Çommittee however desires to call the attention of the officers of the 
Pensions Board to the careful consideration it bas given as regards these subjects, 
an ._ nrc Chat every effet*_ be continued so that n'hen any doubt existe on these 
,abjeets the ex-soldier be given the benefit. 
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In this respect the attention of the ]3oard is particularly called to Section 95, 
Subsection 3 of the Act. 
Section 4: Operations of the Board.

SedHon 5: Appeal Board. 
Under Chapter 2, section 5, of this Report the question of an Appeal ]3oard was 
discussed and recommended. It was there discussed because certain questions on the 
subject of pensions and certain in the case of re-establishment are int'er-related. 
In recommending such Appeal ]3oard the Committee d,)es hOt wish it to be under- 
stood that it is dissatisfied with the procedure adopted by the ]3oard of Pension Com- 
missioners because such is hot t'he case. The Committee considers that the procedure 
adopted by such Commissioners i.s equitable. It is, however, very natural in nmtters 
which do corne before the ]3oard for decision that in some cases differences of opinion 
may arise between an applicant for pension and the decision of the ]3oard itself. The 
saine difference of opinion might exist in any other phase relating to medical or legal 
knowledge. 
The Cornmitree in its deliberations bas always had in mind the welfare of the 
ex-soldier and desires in so far as its advice is of any value to extend ail facilities to 
such ex-so'Idier which may be compatible with the administration and affairs of the 
State. }'or those reasons it recolmnends the constitution of an Appeal Board as 
previously indicated under t'he said section 5, Chapter 2. of this Report. ]3y the con- 
stitution of such :Board it will mean that every ex-soldier or applicant for pension, 
as the case may be, when disagreemen exists, will bave hi: particular case discussed 
by three separate bodies, thus ventilating the entire situation and laking into con- 
sideration every phase involved. 
As the ]3oard of Appeal as so recommended bas been previously discussed fur- 
ther discussion in this part of this leport is unnecessary. 

Section 6: teduction or cancellation of pensio.ns. 
Under The Pension Act certain pensions, partcttlarly dlsability pensions, may 
be reduced or cancelled as circumstances warrant. The Committee bas considcn,d 
his point and recommends: 
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That no pension for a disability shou]d be reduced or cancelled on account of 
reduction or disappearance of a disability until a proper med.ical examination is ruade 
by a Travelliug ]oard or by another ]oard similarly constituted or the pensioner bas 
failed to presenC himself for re-examination or for other causes as defined in section 
26 and -09 of The Pension Act as amended. It is also submitted and recommeuded 
as well also as regards the toard of Pensiou Çommissioners as the Department of 
Soldiers' Civil Re-establishment that soldiers be subjected to a personal examination 
and that decisions be hot based on documentary evidence except in unavoidable cases. 
Section 7: Pension payable t,o widow when married after appearance of diability. 
Article 33, section 1 of The Pension Act provides that no pension shall be paid 
fo the widow of a member of the forces unles.¢ she was married to him before the 
appearance of the injury or disease which resulted in hi's death, etc. 
This applies to a widow's pension--that is a dependent pension payable at death 
--it does noc affect the disability [)ension payable to the soldier and/or his wife durin 
:he soldier's lifetime. 
Representations bave been ruade to the Committee that this section of the law 
works hardships in certain cases where a 'soldier marrled durlng service or shortly 
sfter discharge and was without doubt in ignorance of the aw. 
The Commitee bas carefutly considcred this question and recommends that this 
ection of the Act be amended so that its provisions wil] hot apply to a widow of a 
member of the forces providiug she was nmrried to such member within one year 
after the date of his discharge ïrom the active forces. 
Section 8: Certain pensions fo ]atl«rless children. 
The Pension Act provides where a man is pensioned for a disabiliry attributable 
to military service that not ouly he is in receipt of pension but also pension is paid 
him as regards his wife and children, the whole in accordance with the provisions of 
Schedule A of the Aot. 
If such pensioner dies from a disability other than that for which he is pen- 
sioned, or in other words from a disability hot atïributable to war, the pension which 
his children were in receipt of ceases on his death, and as a result the children are 
suddenly deprived of the benefits accruing to them during the lifetime of the father. 
The Committee considers that this works a hardship on the children and recom- 
mends rhat such child or children when hot entitled to pension after the death of the 
father be given a .bonus equal to one year of the amount which would be paid in that 
period on account of such children had such father lived. 
Section 9: Pensio.n fo deserted wives. 
The Committee bas received representations to the effect that in cases in which 
desertion of a ïamily of a pensioner is brouh to the attention of the toard of 
]'cnsion Commissioners they should be given discretionary powers aïter careful investi- 
gation to continue the ,payment of pension to Che wife and children. The Pension 
Act does not provide for the continuation of pension in the case of desertion. 
The demand presents great difficulries, owlng principally to the fact Chat a 
pension for a disability which pension carries with it provision for wife and children, 
is stbject to revision and may be increased or reduced as circumstances warrant in 
accordance wlth the increase or decrease of disability being suffered by the pensioner 
Limself. 
The Act further provides for medical re-examination to determine such increase 
or decrease and where such examination is hOt affected owing fo the fault of the 
pensioner the pension and the resultant advantages in favour of wife and children 
may be suspended. It follows from this that when a pensioner deserts his family the 
pension must be entirely suspended and thus hardship results as against wife and 
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The procedure present]y adopted by t'he Commissioners s that wh,re desertion 
bas taken place the full pension to which the disability pensioner was entitled is 
paid up both as regards himse]f, wife and children, until the time his next re-examina- 
tion should take place, but unless the disability is ,permanent or Lxed then t:he pension 
ceases. Where the disability is permanent or Lxed the .pension as regards the pen- 
sioner, his wife and ehildren, where a,pplicable, is paid so long as it is known that 
the man is alive. 
The Comraittee feels that the procedure as presenrly adopted should be ruade 
known. ]t is entirely sympathetic and believes that where desertion does take place 
great hardship may result but fails to see how it can recommend legislation to 
improve on the procedure presenrly adopted, but it suggests this, namely: 
That the ]oard of Pension Cmmissioners, where desertion takes place, should 
attempt, if possible, to at least make the disability xed or fixable and continue to pay 
the pension as so xed to the deserted wife and/or children so long as the man in 
reeeipt of pensi?n is known tobe alive. 
] hould be explained, of course, that where it i known that the man dies sub- 
sequently, even after desertion, from a disability attributable to military service as 
such the dependents' perion fixed by law is in any event pald. 
Section 10: Allowan.ce equicalent fo tlat awarded a married pensoner on account 
of hs wife to be granted n certain cases on the decease of wife. 
Under the Act not only is a dsability pensioner granted a pension for himself 
but he is ahso granted an additional pension in aecordance with the rating of his 
dieabiliy if he is married. 
On death of the wife under present circumstances the additional pension so 
granted him as a married man is reduced accordingly. 
Instances bave been brought to the attention of the Committee where the daughter 
of a pensioner or even another person, posibly a stranger, might assume household 
dutie and the care of children in place of a deceased wife. 
The Comm]ttee bas carefully considered such a situation and feels that it is in 
the interest of a family that the additional amount which was payable fo a pensioner 
whi]e his wife wa alive and on account of him being so married shou]d in the discre- 
tion of the Commission be continued, providing there exists a daughter or another 
person competent to aume and who does assume the household duties and tare of 
children. 
Sec'tion 11: Pensions awarded as result of tuberculosis. 
This clas comprisee a very large group among disabled soldiers and special 
attention bas been given to this subject by the Commisioners who bave been guided 
bymen who bave ruade this diseae a lire-long study; in fact the D.S.C.R. went so 
far as to procure a convention f physicians from all over Canada which physicians 
ruade a special study of the work of the department in this respect af a conference 
held at Ottawa frc the 14th to 16th ]Iarch, 1922. 
Tuberculosi it bas been eonceded may be contracted on service, or aggravated 
n service, or contracted within one year after discharge, or may even appear more 
han one year after diseharge. Where a man bas been deemed to bave contracted 
tuberculosi on service he is awarded a 100 per cent disability pension on dlscharge 
fr(,m anatorium, and where it ha been shown that the disease has been aggravated 
on service a 90 per cen disability pension is awarded. ]t goes without saying that 
thee pensions are reduceable as the condition of the man raay improve. 
Repreentations bave been made to the Cmmittee that the pension awarded an 
ex-oldier by reason of tuberculosis should hOt be in any event whatsoever reduced 
with oo great suddenness and it is therefore recommended that reduetion in pension 
awarded fc, r _uberculosis be hot ruade at any one rime fo an extent more than -°0 per 
cent. 
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Section 1 : Pensions awarded in eor, 
Representatiens bave been nade te the Committee that pensions awarded in 
errer sheuld net be discontinued because of any previous errer of the ]3oard in 
instances vhere abrupt ce.'ation may cause hardship. 
Censideratin ]las been gi-en te these representations. 
It may be noted that the ]3ritish practice in this conuection is that where 
entitlemcnt has once been conceded and it is later found through no fault of the pen- 
sioner that he wls net entitled thereto notice is giveu that ¢.he pension will cease in 
three months' rime. 
]t is recommeuded by the Connnittee that the ]3ritish pra¢tice be adopted, 
namely, that where a pension has been granted in errer and through no misrepre- 
sentation or conceahnent on the part of the pensioner three months' notice be given 
before the pension is discontinued. This rêcommendation, however, is net te be 
retroactive. 

Section 13: Pensions te widowed mo$ers. 
The Committee approaches this subject with seine hesitation seeing that the 
YIouse of Commons ou the 1st of [ay. 192:], passed a resolution in effect that the 
pension te a widowed mother of a mcmber of the frces who bas died on active er- 
vice be net reduced an account of ber inc«*me, and further that pension should be 
granted ber of right whcther or net there are other living children. 
In vicw of the fact th«t this was a matter which i any event the Committee 
intended te cc.nsider it is new venturing te express its opinion notwithstanding tlm 
fact that lhe resolution in question was adopted by the ttouse. 
The Committee has most carefully considered the law as existiug as regards thls 
subject and as contained in section 34 of the Pensions Act and the subsections thereof 
and exprees the opinion that the law as new lu existence is equitable and should 
net be altered. 
Section 1]: Pensions o mothers of deceased soldiers wIo bave been desered by their 
husbands. 
On the 1st -k[ay, 192 °, a resolution was adeted by the I-[ouse of Commons in 
effect that the Pension Commissioners be given discretionary power te award pen- 
sions te mothers of deceased soldiers in cases where such mothers had been deserted 
by or become separated frein their husbands and that such pensions be paid at tlm 
saine rate as those awarded te widowed rnothers. 
This question has previc.usly been in part discued under section 9 of thi 
chapter, namely--in the case where a wife bas been deserted--and sul_tatiallv the 
saine argunents apply hereto. 
There is no particular rneans of ascertaining what thi amendment would mean 
in the way of money, but it does mean, if a]lowed, that all such separated mother 
would be entitled te the saine pension as a widowed mother which would be in view 
of the amendment if passed as mentioned in the preceding section the saine pension 
as a soldier's widow. In this case such full pension would require te be granted 
irrespective of income or the abi]ity of the husband who deserts being able te give 
support. 
It also naturally brings up the question as te the nanner in which the disabilitv 
is te be rated in the absence of medical re-examination. This is also discussed in .a 
preceding section of this cbapter. 
It is suggested that a fair amendment would be one which would give the ]3oard 
discretion toward the separated mother who was dependent on the deceased soldier 
a pension on the saine terres and conditions as the widowed mother provided she is 
separated frein her husband under conditions which wou.d entitle ber in a court o£ 
law te bave ber husband declared legally dead. 
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Sectio.n 15: Minor suggested amend»ents to The Pension Act. 
Article 11 is amended by adding thereto the following:-- 
Any disabEity from which a member of the forces who served in an actual 
theatre of the Great War was suffering at the time of his discharge s,ha]l for pension 
purposes be deemed tobe attributable to or fo bave been incurred or aggravated during 
his military service urless snd until it be established by the Commission that the 
disability was hot attributable to .or incurred or aggravated during su, ch service. 
Article 21, section 1, amond by striking out words " May and ovember " in the 
last line and substitutlng therefor " 2Iarch and September." 
Article 27, section 1, after the word " helpless" insert " in respect of his pension- 
able disability." 
Article 40: Amend by inserting the words " or who is immoral" after the word 
"prostitute" in the second line thereof. 
Article 13: Inscrt the word "or" between subsections (a), (b) and (c). The 
fo]lowing paragraph to be inserted after subsecion (d} :-- 
Provided that the provision of subsection (d) as above shall not apply to 
an applicsnt clalming dependent's pension who was hot resident in Canada 
at the date of the soldier's death and has not continuously resided therein. 
Section 16: Increase in pensions generally, in specfic instances, bos geuerally an 
in particuar bstances. 
The Committee llas heard and considered much evidence with regard to increasing 
pensions or bonuu, as the case may be, applicable to pensioners in general, or to pen- 
sioners suffering ïrom particular disabilities and/or to dependents under certain cir- 
cumstances. All these representations and the evidence adduced with regard thereto 
bave been very carefully and separately conidered 'by the Committee. 
]xcept where otherwise indicated in this report, the Conlnlittee is hot disposed 
to recommend increases in pension and/or bonus as requested, but does recommemt 
that the rates and extent of pension and bonus as now provided for under The Pension 
Act be continued and remain in effect until tlle 1st of September, 19")4. 

Chapter IV 

1NSURANCE 

Section 1: Report as l¢) Operatios of Special Parlia»entaey Committee, 1921. 
The Special Parliamentary Committee with authority similar to this Committee, 
and which met to report to the ttouse of Commons of Canada umter date of ee6th 
May, 19")1, rnade as regards insurance certain recommendations. 
This Committee bas carefully reviewed tlle said report of the 19")1 Conunittee, 
and reports that all recommendations tllerein ruade have been carried out either b.v 
legis]ation or by regulation. 
Section 2: ,d uthorities and administration. 
Under The Returned Soldiers' Insurance Act, 10-11 Geo V, Chapter 54, asented 
to 1st Ju]y, 19'20, and operative as from 1st September, 1920--amended by 11-12 Geo. 
¥, Chapter 52, assented to 4th June, 1921, operative 1st July, 1921, the 5[inister of 
Finance is authorized to enter into a contract of insurance provided application is 
ruade therefor before the 1st September, 192"2, wlth any returned so]dier or the widow 
of a returned soldier, but in the latter case the soldier nmst have died before 1st 
September, 1921. 
"Returned Soldler" nmans any person, male or female, who on the 4th August, 
1914. was domici]ed in Canada and who served in any of His Majesty's Forces or 
of His Allies, and llas obtained an honourable discharge therefrom. 
38126--25 
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Under this Act the returned soldier or his widow, as the case may be, is ab.c 
to effeet insuranee without medieal examination in cases acceptable to the Minister 
of Finance. 
The insuranee is obtainable at a eost less than in the case of ordinary insuranee 
eompanies and risks are aeeepted whieh sueh ordinary insuranee eompanies would 
hot aeeept. 
The Aet in question was enaeted by the Government at the request of Veterans' 
Organizations that lire insuranee faeilities be provided for ail returned men unable 
to obtain ordinary lire insuranee through disabilities oeeasioned by their service. 
Sinee the operation of the Aet many applications have been aeeepted. This will 
appear in the brief statement of operations in the next sueeeeding section. 
The Aet in so far as regulations thereunder is eoneerned is administered by the 
Board of Pension Commissioners, the so-ealled business part of the transaction being 
administered by the D.S.C.1R.

The Act as now in existence terminates on the ]st September 1922--in other 
wods, applications received after that day wou]d under the Act as now existing be hot 
considered. 
Representations bave been ruade to the Committee that it will be beneficlal in the 
iuterests of the returned soldiers that the operation of the Act be continued until 1st 
September, 1923. This the Committee recommends. 
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Section 5: Refusal of Minister fo contract. 
Section 13 of the Act grants the /[inister the right to refuse to enter into any 
insurance contract in any case where there are in his opinion sufficient grounds for 
his refusal. 
]epresentations bave been ruade to your Committee that this section 13 of the Act 
hould be repealed and that the only ground on which an insurance policy should 
ge refused should be fraudulent representations. 
As a marrer of fact the regulations which bave been ruade by the Minister of 
'inance or by officers of the Government for his advisement are such as permit very 
many to insure who could hot under any circumstances whatsoever procure insurance 
elsewhere. 
The Committee bas considered the regulations as so ruade and is of opinion that 
.ucb regulations are equitable in the interests of the State and approves of such 
regnlations which are contained in a memoranda signed by the oficers of this Com- 
mittee and now in the possession of the Board of Pension Commissioners. 
The Committee does hot consider that it would be in the interests of the State 
that Séction 13 of the Act be repealed because it believes that the original requests 
submitted to the Government by Veterans' Organlzations, namely--that lire insurance 
f.',cilities for the protection of their dependents be provided for all returned men ,unable 
m obtain ordinary lire insrance through disabilities occasioned by their service--bas 
been carried out and is operative under the regu]ations above referred to and now 
cxi:_ting. It should be noted in this regard that although where a pension is payable 
o 1he dependents of a deceased soldier such payment bas a bearing on an insurance 
p,,};cy effected under the Act, there are very numerous cases where a soldier does hot 
die of a war disability at all and as a result of such death pension would hot be 
.warded but the insurance would, of course, be payable as in the case of a policy 
,...ued by any ordinary company. 

Section 6: Increase in limited benefits u'he,n death of insured is (dtributable to war 
service. 
Under Section 10 of the Act when a pension is payable there is deducted from 
the benefits payable under the terres of any insurance policy effected under the Act 
the aggregate present value of the pension or pensions so payable computed on such 
bnsis as may be prescrib.ed by regulation ruade undeï the Act and there is returned to 
lhe beneficiary or beneficiaries in proportion to their respective interests under the 
contract of insurance the proportion of the premiums paid with intere.t at 4 per cent 
per annum computed annually. 
In certain cases he present value of a pension or pensions as so computed elimi- 
ates the payment of any benefit under a contract of insurance because such present 
value is of greater value than the benefits accïuing under the insurance contract. 
In such cases as above indicated the premiums w:th interest are ïeturned. 
In these instances it bas been subnlitted to the Committee that hardship is occa- 
sloned to dependents of a soldier insured under the Act on account of hot being 
provided at the time of his death with the ready money fo supplement pension payable 
to his dependents. 
The Conlmittee bas considered this question and recommends that Article 10 of 
The Returned Soldiers  Insurance Act be amended so that the first Five ttundred 
dollars of any policy of insurance, or the whole policy if Five Hundred dollars or 
lest, be paid without reference to Section 10 of the Act, and an amendment to the 
law will be submitted to the House to carry that into effect.

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Chapter V 

LAND SETTLEMENT 

Soction 1: Report as to operations of Sp»ci«! Parliamentary Committee 1921. 
The Parliamentary Committee authorized to deal with matters similar to thi 
Committce in its Rep.rt to the H,)u»e of Commons of Canada under date the 26th 
May, 19.°1, ruade certain recommendations as regard Soldior Settlement Act. 
Ail the recommendations as so ruade by the 19.°1 Committeê were carried out by 
the Soldier ,qettlement Board, mme of them involving any change in legislation. 

Sectio' 2: .luthorities under wMch the Soldier Setteraent Bo(trd operates. 
The original Soldier Settlement Act, 7-8 Geo. V. Chapter 21, assented t, 29th 
August. 1917, was entitled " The Soldier Settlement Act 1917"'. The A,tt provide:t 
£or thc reservation o£ Dominion lands or soldiers' settlement; the grantlng o a 
Iree entry o£ hot more thau 10 acres of reserved Dominion lands, and the g'ranting 
of ]oans hot exceeding $2.500 £or the acquiring o£ agricultural land, the payçnent o£ 
cncumbrtmces on agricMtural lalM, the ilnprorclncnt o£ agricultural land, the erection 
of arm buildings and the purchase o£ stock and equipmcnt. This Act was very con- 
sidcrably extended by Order in Council undcr the War Measures Act so that in 
effect with the Order in Coancil in question, embraced practically all the provi- 
sions of the subsequent Act. This Aet was, however, repealed by the Act subse- 
quent]y mentioned ]ereunder. 
The present Act, 9-10 Geo. Y, Chapter 71. assented t,) 7th July. 19!9. and amended 
by 10-11 Geo. V. Chapter 19. assentcd fo llth 5[ay, 1920. This Act with the said 
mnendment is known as " The 'So]dier Settlement Act 1919." 
The ending of the war by the signing of the Armistice ou llth Xovelnber. 1918, 
and the rapid demobilizatian of the Canadian Army brou'ht the Board face to face 
with this situation. The remaining free Dominion Land were too limited in extent 
to admit of a eomprehensive setflement plan and it was deeided that lands hdd 
by private owners should be ruade available for returned soldiers who desired to 
engag'e in farming. A broad purehase poliey was t.herefore embarked upon--the 
Aet of 1919 providing for loaus for the following purposes: 
1. A maximum of $7,50 to eligible returned men who desired to purehase 
agrieultural land in any Province: the loans being designated for the following 
purposes : 
(a) A maximum of $4,500 for land purehases; 
(b) A maximum of $1.000 for permanent improvement: 
(c) A maximmn of $2,)0 for stock and implements. 
On purehase the land settler was requlred to pay down 10 per cent of the eost 
of the land in cash. 
The title of the land so purehaed wa» held in the naine of the Board subjeet 
usual agreement of sale. 
Interest was eharged on the loas at the rate of 5 r cent per annum. 
As it is of inportanee to understand how the loans as so marie were repayable 
the following information is given, the nmximum loan granted being taken in ail 
Cilles  
(a) The $L500 advanced cr land purchase bears interest at the rate o 5 per cent 
per annum--the interest is amortized from the next standard interest date, and the 
amount is payable in twenty-five annual insta]mentsthis means roughly at the rate 
of $70 per thousand dollars per armure. 
A difference was ruade in the case o raw land under the Act of 1920 which 
provided that interest shou]d be paid by the settler rom date of sale, but his first 
paymcnt of interest is due one ycar distant rom fle next standard interest date 
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nearest to that on whieh disbursement was ruade and his first amortized payment of 
principal would be due two years t'rom next standard date. An example of this is as 
foilows : 
:In Manitoba the standard date is 1st October. The settler being granted loan 
on raw land in July, 1922---his first interest w,)uld be payable 1st Octobcr, 1923, and 
irst amortized payment on 1st Octtbcr, 1924. 
(b) A maximum loau of $1.000 is umdc for permanent improvements. This is 
repayable in exactly the saine way as the payment for the land. 
(c) A maximum loan of $2,000 is ruade for the purchase of stock and imple- 
ments. This is repayable as regards improved land in six payments with 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent per annum amortized aud the first payment 
cornes due on the standard date two years after tbe loan is ruade. 
As regards raw land it is payable as follows: The amount is payable in 
six annual instalments, commencing hot later than three years from date of 
sale with intcrest at 5 per cent--the interest beginning to accrue tvo years 
from date of sale. 
2. The second type of loan ruade is a maximum of $3,000 to settlers ou 
Dominion lands, depending on the value of the security, these loans being 
designated for permanent improvements and the purchase of stock and imple- 
ments. 
:It is manifest that thls loan of $3,000 is the saine amount as is iudicated in tbe 
first type of loan but excludes the cost of purchase of land because in the ordinar.v 
homestead Dominion lands the settler pays nothlng, lepayment of this $3,000 is 
ruade in preclse]y the saine way as the thousand dollars for permanent improvenen:s 
plus the $2,000 for stock and implements, advanced under the preceding exalnples 
according as the land is raw or improved. 
3. The third character of loan ruade is where settlers own their own land. 
:In these cases the following loans are ruade: 
() A maximum of $3,500 for the removal of encumbrances but the anmunt 
hot to exceed 50 per cent of the value of the land, and improvements then 
thereon. 
This is in the shape of an ordinary mortgage and is repayable in precisely the 
saine way as a loan ruade to purchase improved property under the first example. 
(b) A maximum of $1,000 for permanent improvements; 
(¢) A maximum loan of $2,000 for the purchase of lire sock and implements; 
These two last-mentioned loans are repayable in precisely the saine manner as 
simiiar loans ruade in the tïrst instance. 
]t should be noted that a returned soldier in order to procure these loans must 
be e]igible--by thls is meant eligible on account of his general fitness, physical fitness, 
previous experience and ability to bear financial obligations incurred, and of his 
agricultural experience, tIe must before any consideration will be glven to the 
lendiug of the money, first of all procure a Qualification Certificate having first satis- 
fied the Local District Superintendent of the Board as to his qualifications and 
apparent efficlency. This Certicate entitles him to be dealt with as an applicant 
under the provisions of the Act and designates the part of the country in whlch he 
may choose land. 
Other regulations are ruade under the Act and provided for by the Act itself. 
These are hot necessary to detail in thls report. 
:It is asked that there be particularly noted the manner in which repayment of 
amounts advanced /or improvements, stock and implements require to be ruade 
because that phase of tbe law as presently exiting is dealt with in some detail 
this report.

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Section 4: Ecidence submitted and findinqs of the Committee. 
:[he enquiry of this Committee bas been directed more particularly to the 
consideration oï the problems oï the men who bave been actual]y established on thc 
land under the Act and who are endeavouring to cope with the difficult conditions 
incident to the period of readjustment and the general adverse economic situation 
common to agriculture generally. 
In aeeordance with the evidenee submitted the ïollowing information appears 
correct as of 31»t [areh, 19-2: 
Total number of applicants fo{ privilegos nnder the Act. 63,33 
Number who bave qualified .................. 5,1S0 
Number granted loan. and actually settlcd ........ 21,394 
Anmunt «)f loans granted .................... $',5"28,997 
It would ïurther appear from the evidencc that the first settlement was ruade 
ear]y in 1918 and in the four years since that time and ni) to January 31, 1922, ),352 
or ]ess than 11 per cent, of those establisbcd l)y loan had abandoned their efforts. 
This number :_',:52 includes S.2 cases where the abudonu:ent was due to the dcath or 
recurrence of war disability of the settler, so that the real failures amount to hot more 
than 1.470 or 6 per cent of those settlcd by loan. 
On 31st March, 1922, out oï the amounts advanced by the Yinance Department 
for the purpose of making loans there had been returncd $11...95.71, so that roughly 
speaking there was outstanding as oï that date $76.00o,o00. 
]t was represented to the Comnittee in the evidcnce adduced that the settlers 
had bought their land, stock and equipmcnt at peak prices, there being a depreciation 
in the land, stock and equipment, and were faced with the inability to nmrket their 
produce, consequently some adjustment was necessary to enable them to successfully 
meet their obligations to the Govermnent and assure the success of the scheme. 
It would appear that owing to the general economic depression which bas been 
particularly severe in the agricultural industry that there has been a general deflation 
in the value of farn land, farm stock and farm equipment over the whole of Canada. 
It would also appear that the situation in agriculture which was so difficult for 
experienced farmers to cope with presented even greater difficulties to the soldier 
settler who having been established on land recently was required to meet heavy 
payments eaeh year. 
The Committee. however, cannot, nor does it belleve anyone can arrive at a proper 
decision by stating in exact terres the extent of the deflation above reïerred to. It is 
only possible to estimate the saine in general terres. 
It was generally shown that the Sçddier Settlelucnt Board was exceedingly efficient 
in supplying stock and equipment, and in ïact the land also to the settlers at exceed- 
ingly moderate figures. In fact as regards the lands so supplied certain which bave 
ïallen back into the hands of the Board bave been sold at a greater price than was 
pald b.v the Board therefor. 
It is oï course to be noted that the soldier is obliged to put up 10 per cent oï the 
value of the land purchased except in very exceptional cases ïor particular reasons. 
Where re-sales were ruade in which sales were includcd stock and equiplnent, and where 
the result of the sale was greater than the debit standing against the soldier, the refund 
is returnable to the soldier. 
Evidence bas certainly bedon submitted showing that the average price paid by the 
Board for soldiers  lire stock, although moderate at the time of purchase would, in 
view of the present prevailing prices be higher than would be paid for the saine lire 
stock and equipment now. 
On behalf of tho soldier settler a demand was ruade on the Committee that there 
should be the ïollowing measu*res of relief taken to meet the situation of such soldier 
settler, namely: 
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1. A revaluation of the land. 
2. A revaluation of stock and equipment. 
3. Exemption of interest for a period of years. 
4. A reduction in the rate of interest. 
5. An extension of rime for the redemption of stock «nd eqnipment lon.. 
The situation as regards S,ldier Settlers clearly requires to be approached from 
"wo viewpoints--the t]rst is that the State bas involved a very large amount of public 
funds which can only be repaid by keeping the settler on the land and by encouraging 
him in every reasonable manner because it is manifest if the soldier settler leaves 
the land the State will eertainly surfer serious loss, particularly as regards the stock 
and equipment loans, and--the second is that it is greatly in the interests of the 
State to bave new land opened up, and even iml0roved or partly improved land 
developed agriculturally. 
It may be noted that Soldier Settlers have brought under cultivation 600,000 
actes of land hitherto raw and unproduetive and have thereby performed a work of 
development of considerable proportions. 
The Committee believes, however, that when the question of re-valuation of the 
land is considered that the diflïculties are almost insurmountable and at the saine 
rime almost impossible to arrive at equitable conclusions. 
The Committee, however, does feel that sorne measure of relief should be ruade 
particularly considering that the payments now required to be met by the Soldier 
Settler are too heavy per annum to permit him to work the land with success. 1Recom- 
mendation is therefore ruade that the stock and equipment loans be placed on the 
saine basis as the loans ruade for the purchase of the land itself--in other words, be 
repayable by twenty-five consecutive annual instalments with certain interest exemp- 
tions, in the following manner. 
The basic date for consolidation is to be taken as of 1st of April, 19292. up t. 
which date is to be consolidated all disbursements up fo that date, and interest owing 
by the settler. On the sure so arrived at, interest will be added at 5 per cent peï 
annurn to the next standrd date (lst Ocober in Manitoba and West--lst Xovember, 
east of ]Ianitoba). Thus on the next standard date, the settler will owe the cnsoli- 
dated amount plus interest thereon from 1st April, 199o, at 5 per cent per armure. 
This amount so owed by the settler will be exempt as to interest as follows: 
For 1919 Settlers to 1st October, 199.6. 
For 190 Settlers to 1st October, 195. 
For 1921 Settlers to 1st October, 1924. 
] will be noted above that various exemptions are given and some brief explanation 
is perhaps necessary on account of the different periods of exemption so recommende l 
te be accorded. The 1919 exemption is ruade four years from 1st October, 1922, 
beeause it was felt that the 1919 settlers had already gone thr«ugh as a rule two poor 
years and had paid also, as a rule higher prices for their stock and equipment than 
those settlers in later years. It was also considered, see'ng that the consolidation date 
was ruade 1st October, 1922, that the earlier settlers being charged interest to such 
date, had really less use or advantage of the advances ruade than those in later years. 
ïhe saine argument applies but in a lesser degree as regards 190 and 19-°1 settlers, and 
hence their exemption is ruade less in proportion. 
Excluding this exempted interest, the amount arrived at will, from the exempted 
interest dates as the case may be, bear interest at 5 per cent per armure, and be 
amortized and divided into 5 payments of which the first one, two, or three, will hot 
include any interest and the remainder will. The first of these 25 instalments will fall 
due on the next standard date after 1st April, 19-0- 9. 
This arrangement only applies to disbursements ruade up to 1st April, 19Li  
disbursements ruade after that date will carry no exemption advantage, but will br 
payable in -95 annual instalments with interest amortized. 
The necessary arnendments to the Act is submitted herewith. 
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Chspter VI 
GENERAL 
Sec'tion 1: Specific Cases. 
The Cmmittee bas had submitted representafions from various persons respectlng 
ectio of the D.S.C.R., the Board of Pension Commissioners and Soldier Settlement 
Board, amounting in number to over -o00. These rpresentations, it must be un(ler- 
smod. were hot all in the nature of complaints, but many were suggestions which it 
v:as desired should be considered by the Committee. 
All these specific communications bave had careful attention. Each letter bas 
b, en acknowledged and decisions rendered in the great majority, and those ïrom 
whom the communication bas been received have been advi.ed; or will be advised 
very shortly. 
Where suggestions were ruade, or where by reason of the action on the part of 
any of the Depsrtments it bas been thought well to amend the law or to make recom- 
mendations herein, such amendments or recommendations bave been included in this 
-eport. 
There are, however, certain specitic cases whicl: the Conm:ittee recommend 
dec]sion be given effect to, naine]y: 
() Miss Madeleine F. Jaffray, Galt, Ont.-- 
She is a Canadian and enlisted in a voluntary unit for service in the French 
Army in one of their hospitals. During an air rid, she was womded, and a portion 
cf ber left foot removed. Evidence was furnished by the B.P.C. and D.S.C.R. The 
Committee recommends as follows: 
That the Government be asked o pass an Order in Council to provide payment 
of pension on the Canadian scale t [iss Msdele]ne Jaffray, bascd Ul)On the extent of 
ber disability subject to deduction from such pension of any sure or sums which may 
b., paid to her from rime to rime by the Freneh Government by way of a pension in 
rospect to ber disability, and authorizing the Department of So]diers  Civil Re-estab- 
li,!,mnt to grant to her such treatment as she may require from rime to rime under 
the saine conditions as thought she were an ex-member of the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force. 
(b) Leo Smifl, Royal Canadian Regiment, St. John, N.].-- 
This man is now receiving an Imperial pension of two shillings per day in respect 
of disabi]ity çeceived in the South Aïrican War. tte requests consideration for Cana- 
dian rate of pension in respect of loss of his two legs by an accident while on duly 
during the South African War. tte is hot eligible for pension under Section 47-A 
of the Pension Act. 
The Comnittee recommends that a special Order in Council covering this man's 
case and granting him a pension commensurate with his dlsabili .ty be passed, th 
pension to be retroactive to September 1st, 190. 
(c) Settlers on Nicoamen Island, Fraser River, 
In thls connection it was represented that about wemy-four settlers on Nicoamen 
Island, Fraser River, ].C., had been subjected to serious losses owing to floods. The 
Cmmittee recommends that on sympathetic grounds such settlers be given an oppor- 
tunity of re-establishing themselves on other lands if they so wish, and further, in 
the event of he lands on which they are at present being again flooded this year, 
leniency be shown in the matter of payments. 
(d) Settlers along projected line of railway: Paddockwood and Amaranth Soldier 
Settlements-- 
Representations were ruade to the Committee that these soldler settlers were 
placed at a very great disadvantage hving been settled along a certain projected line

of railway which had net been constructed. Although the matter had been taken up 
with the proper authorities, no assurance was received that the grievance of these 
settlers would be remedied. The Committee therefore recommends that because of 
the special circumstances involved, the Board of Management of the National Raii- 
ways be requested te give this matter their earnest consideration. 
(e) Certain settlers on Dominion Lands-- 
tepresentations were ruade te the Committee that certain homesteaders had lest 
their lands on account of them having been taken as security for advances ruade by 
the ]3oard on account of stock and equipment loans. It was felt that owing te the 
eireumstances over which these settlers had no control, that eonsideration should be 
given them. The Committee therefore recommends that the proper authorities should 
consider these cases when brought before them with a view of granting such soldier 
settlers a further right of homestead entry. 
(f) Camp Lister aud Courteney So]dier Settlers-- 
It is represented that the province of ]3ritish Columbia was anxious te obtain 
Fçderal aid en behalf of those soldier settlers who decide te be under the jurisdic- 
tiou of the Seldier Settlement ]oard with a view of having te pay a lower rate of 
interest, the soldiers in question new being undcr the jurisdiction of tbe Land Settle- 
mënt Board of British Columbia. The Committee therefore recommends that an 
efficial of the Soldier Scttlcment P, oard be authorized te. investigate the conditions 
with a view of having the settle brought if possible under the jurisdiction of the 
Seldier Settlement Board. 
(g) Taxes on certain lands evacuated by soldier and up for re-sale. 
It wa represented in this matter that the State's liability for taxes should com- 
mence frein the time the soldier evacuated his farm and continue until a re-sale of 
the saine vas effected. It is represeuted in this particular that the municipality loses 
taxes on account of the Soldier .Settlement ]3oard taking over farms abandoned by 
oldiers or where default occurs, thus converting temporarily the farms se taken over 
into Crown lands, thus avoiding the payment of taxes until the lands are re-sold. 
The p(licy of the So:dier Settlement ]3oard is te pay up te the date of recision of 
the contract. The Conmittee having taken these facts into censideration, reem- 
mends that the Chairman of the Soldier Settlement ]3oard be requested te report 
fully upon this grievance and confer with the Minister of lnterior regarding any 
legislation required for the same. 
,'êction 2: Sub»fission of evldece, proceedings, etc., te House of Gommons. 
The Cemmittce submits herewith for the infoïmation of the House a copy er 
its proceedings comprising evidence given before the Committee, and certain statis- 
tical records submitted in [he course of its proceedings. 
The Committee reecmmcnds that the orders of reference, reports, proceed]ngs. 
and the evidence given before the Committee, together with a suitable index, te be 
prepared by the Clerk of the Committce, be printed as an appendix te the journals 
er the House at the present session, and that 200 copies in ]lue ]oek ferre in 
Eng]ish and 50 copies in French be printed and sent te the Clerk of the Committee 
for dstribution as instructed. 
The Committee further recommends that 1,20.0 copies in Eng]isb and 3'00 copies 
in French of the present report be printed ïorthwith ïor distribution in a slmilar 
manner by the Clerk of the Committee aud that Rule 74 be suspended in reference 
thereto. 

Supplementary te the for.egoing and te form part thereof is the following:-- 
The Committee has had communicated te it through the daily press and other- 
wise the accusation ruade by certain officials of the Great War Veterans' .ssociation 
as contained in the te',egram reported in the press as follows: 
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" Following recent disclosures surrounding Parliamentary inquiry we openly 
charge tension Board with eontemptible and eod-blooded eonspiraey to deprive 
ex-service men of rights previously granted by i)arliament. There bas been 
deliberate eoneealment, secret regulations pensions and insuranee indirect 
vio.ation intention of i)arliament and deliberate attelnpt to disguise faces 
belote present Parliamentary Committee. This is eulminatlon unsympathetic 
poliey of inereasing severity during reeent months. Chairman Comnfittee has 
eonsented to reopen question impressed by generally expressed indignation. 
This plot ehallenges baste rights ex-service men nullifies in prineiple estab- 
lished privileges and frustrates further re-establishment effort required." 
The Committee feels that the accusations ma.de in this telegram are extreme]y 
serious and considers that these charges shou:d be investigated with care.

countries at such" prices as may ]3e obtain.qble, when advised by the conslgnor of such 
wheat or hls representative to do so. 
6. That the Board shall bave power to receive advances oï money lor the general 
purposes of the Board ïrom any province, or ïrom any bank. corporation or indi- 
vidual upon such terms a's may be stipulted with the approval of the Governor in 
Council.

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7. That the ]oard. shall bave capacity to receive, have, enjoy and exercise such 
further powers or rights as may be conferred upon it by the legislature of any Pro- 
vince with relation to any matter connected with the purchase, acquisition, sale or 
marketing of wheat and within the legislative authority of the Province. 
8. That the Board may at the rime of delivery, or at any time thereafter, make 
advances to the purchasers or other persns delivering wheat fo the Board at such 
rate per bushel according to ga'ade or qualty and place of dellvery as s,hall be set out 
in a schedule or schedules to be prepared by the ]oard and approved by the Governor 
in Council or b.v such other authority as the Governor in Council may prescribe, and 
may issue to such person.s certificates of participation in tlçe proceeds. 
9. That deliveries of wheat may be taken from, through or by the use of such 
agents or grain companles or organizations as the Board may see fit, and may be

12. That it shall be the duty of the Board to use its best endeavours to sell and 
dispose of the wheat whlch it may acquire or which may corne into Vs possession for 
the best price that may be obtainable thereïor, and fo realize the proceeds; accurately 
to keep proper bools of account showing quantifies and wades of wheat received, the 
pr]ces realized therefor, and such other parliculars as ma be requisite for a full and 
h:t accountlng and for the eqitable distr]butlon of the net proceeds. 
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13. That the Government of Canada shall hot be responsible for any of the con- 
tracts, obligations or liabilities of the Board, or for the payment of any remuneration, 
salary, allowances or expen.ses incurred by the Board, or to which any member of 
the Board or any other person is or may become entitled. 
14. That the Governnent of Canada shall hot be responsible for any deficits that 
may occur in the operation of such Board and should a surplus occur it shall be 
divided among the Provinces or patrons on a pro rata basis.

The Governor in Council may from time to time as he deems it expedient, 
order that goods of any description or class specified in such order, imported into 
Canada, shall be marked, stamped, branded or labelled in legible English or French 
words, in a conspicuous place that shall hot be covered or obscured by any subsequeat 
attachments or arrangements, so as to indicate he country of origin.

Act and that in addition he may incur other penalties under the provisions of the said 
Act; and also that if a licensee is convicted for any violation of these resolutions his 
license shall be cancelled and shall hot bc renewed within a period of two years from 
the date of corviction; and to provide th«t the Minister of Customs and Excise may 
make such regulations as are dcemed necessary for carrying out the provisions of 
these resolutions. 
6. Resolved, That any enactment founded on the preceding resolutions numbered 
four and rive shall corne into force on thc first day of July, one thousand nine bundred 
and twenty-two.

and the general regulations as to bonding and warehousing, so far as applied by 
departmental regulations, and all provisions respecting penalties, so far as applicable, 
shall bave full force and effect with respect to tbe manufacture of sugar ruade from 
sugar beets. 
9. Rcsolved, Th'at any enactment founded on tbe preceding resolution-s numbered 
seven and eight shall corne into force on the first day of January, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-three.

clailn for COlnpelsatiou, the Board may, out of the surplus, if any, pay to t'he settl«r 
m, allmm,t which the Board has determined that improvements added to the p,'i«e 
r¢.alized by the sale of the laud."

Resolved, That it is expedient to amend The ,oldier Settlement Act, 1919, ehapter 
seventy-one of the statures of 1919. and to provide:-- 
1. That section fifty-nine of the said ,.et. as anaended by ehapter nineteen of the 
statutes of 1920. be further amended by adding the provisions that in the case of 
settler who has hot abandoned the land or whose agreement with the ]3oard bas hot 
been terminated or reseinded, the Board be empowered to vary the provisions of the 
Act so that the total indebtedness and liability incurred by such settler prior fo the 
first day of Aoril, 1922. may, on a standard date to be determined by the Board, be 
consolidated, inclusive of aeerued interest, taxes and insuranee to date of eonsollda- 
tion, and the consolidated indebtcdness n,ade payable in twenty-five or less annual 
insta]ments, such indebtedness bearing no intercst from the date of conso-]idatlon for,-- 
(a) two years in the case of any settler fo whom advances conameneed withln the 
twelve months next oreceding the first dy o{ October, :19-°1: 
(b) three years in the case of any settler to whom adv««nees commeneed with'in 
th'e twelve months next preceding the first day of Oetober, 1920;

in all Courts as 9rima facie evidence of the due service of tbe notice on the settler and 
of the amount of the settler's indebtedness, the dates and amounts of paynents tobe 
made thereon, and the amount theu due ar_d payablc as in said notice set forth.

his entry, or to the Receiver General to the eredit of the Soldier Land Settlemen

bas hot been established to the satisfaction of the Board; provided, however, that if 
a settler who bas hot complied with the con.ditions of his entry bas effected valuab'.e 
improvements on the land with his own capital or means to which he bas an equitable 
claire for compensation, the Board lnay, out of the surplus, if any, pay to the settle:

By leave of the IIous«, Mr. Mackcnzie ]ing (]'or]¢) m.oved,--That the J:[oue 
do now revert to Presenting Rel)orts by Standing and Select Committees, under 
Routine Proceedings; which was agreed to. 
Presenting Reports by Standing and Select Committees being accordingly called; 
Mr. M_clean (Halifax), from the Spcc-lal Committee appointed to consider Rail- 
way Transportation Costs, prescnted the Tt,;rd Report of the said Committee, wl/ich is 
as follows :-- 
Your ç!ommittee, appointed pursuant t resolutions of larliament passed on the 
8th day of May, begs leave to report that t bas had altogether twenty-nine sessions 
or meetings and bas heard and considered he evidence of many witnesses and as well 
received mny written representations trop., interested sources. Witnesses were heard 
on behalf of the Canadiau railways, severa! of the Provincial Governments, industrial 
organizations, and particular industries and interests. The proceedings of the Com- 
mttee bave been from time to time, as printed, circulated among members of th'e 
I-Iouse of Commons, and of the Senate, and have been a.s well widely circulated out- 
side of Par!iament. 
Your Committee was charged with the duty of inquiring into the question of 
transportatiou costs with particular regard to the effect of rates establlshed by the 
Crowsnest Pass agreement on Canadian ]ational and other railways and upon agri- 
cultural development and Canadian industries generally. 
The Crowsnest Pass agreement was an undertaking entered into in 1897 between 
the Government of Canada and the Canadian Pacific Railway, whereby in con.sidera- 
tion of a subsidy to be earned by the construction of the Crowsnest Pass railway, 
whicl/subsidy amounted to $3,404.720, a redwtion should be ruade in the rates upon the 
classes of merchandise below stated westbourd from, and including Fort William and 
all points east of Fort William on the Conpany's railway, fo all points west of Fort 
William on the company's ma line or on any line of railway throughout Canada. 
owned or leased by, or operated on accour.t of the Company. The commodlties, /he 
classes of merchandise to be affected, are as follows :-- 
Upon all green and fresh fruits, 36 per cent; 
Coal oil. "20 per cent; 
CordaoEe and binder twine, 10 per cent; 
Agricultural implements of all kinds, set up in parts. 10 per cent; 
Iron, including bar, band. Canada plates, galvanlzed, sheets, pipe, plpe-fittln.s, 
n,ils..»pille« and horse shoes, 10 per cent; 
Ail kinds of wire, 10 per cent; 
Wind.w glass, 10 per cent; 
Paper for building and footing purposes, 10 per cent; 
Roofin_,ï. felt. box and packing. 10 per cent; 
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Paints of all kinds and oils, 1.0 per cent; 
Livestock, 1) per cent; 
Woodenware, 10 loer cent; 
]=[ousehol.d furniture, 10 per cent. 
The agreement also provided for a rtduction in the rates on grain and fleur 
frein all loint.s on the main line, branches or connections of the Canadian Paciiic 
Railway west of Fort William te Fort William and Port Arthur. The decrease was 
iixcd at 3 cents per hundred lounds te be reached in two annual reductions of a cent 
and a hall each. 
The Crwsnest rate on grain and OEai products remained in entirety frein Sep- 
tember 1, 159'J, until October 7, 1903, whe it was modified by a lower rate resulting 
fr(>m an agreement ruade .between the Province of Manitoba and the Canadian Northern 
Railway. Lower rates continued until ][arcb 15, 1918, when an increase of 15 per cent 
on rates gcnerally was ruade by order of the Board of Railway .Commissioners. This 
increase was granted because of representatlons by the railways that t}/ey could net 
successfully maintain their services unless granted rates that would enable them te 
meet the increased operating costs due te substantial increases in cost of fuel, coal, 
materials, supplies, equipment of all kinds and wages. This increase wus subject 
te the Cowsnest Pass areement, but it b'ought western grain rates up te Crowsnest 
maximum rates frein most points in Saskatchewan and Alberta, though net in Mani- 
toba. - 
Shortly afterwards, the first of the so-called i[cAdoo .series of wages awards was 
adopted in the United States and in v-:e of the continued increase in the cost of 
living, Canadian railway employees organizations claimed wages in Canadian terri- 
tory should be similarly advanced. An Ordet- in Council, P.C. 1768, of July 16, 
1918, auth'orized the wage increase on Governmelt-owned railways and recommended 
that similar increases be adopted on other lines. The saine Order in Council author- 
ized a general rate increase te meet the increased operating co.sts. It thus became 
nccessary tn exceed th'e Crowsnest maximum rates, and te acc.omplsh this a further 
Order in Council, P.C. 1S63, of July 5ff, 1918, authorized the Board of ]ailway C'om- 
missioners t(> disregard any existing rate-controlling agreements. This prepared the 
way for the rate increase of August 12, 1918, which was 25 per cent in the Fast, 
but less in the West, because th'ere the 1 per cent increase which came into effect 
on March ]5th, 1918, was included in the 5 per cent increase. 
The several O,'ders in Counci . referred te were passed under the authorlty and 
power vested in the Governor in Council under th, e War [easures Act. Upon the 
end of the war it was deemed desirable te continue in statutory form the authority 
of the ]oard of Railway Commissivners te disregard rate-controlling agreements 
and in doe course ,subsectien 5, of Section 3-°5, of the Railway Act was enacted, 
enabling the Board of Railway Commissmners'to disregard rate-controlling agree- 
ments for a period of three years frein Suly 6. 1919. Thu,s, the power of th'e Board 
te disregard special agTeements, and ir particular the Cowsnest agreements, will 
terminate on July 6rb next unless Parliament shall, in the meantime, othcrwise 
enact. 
Su, bsequent te the enactment of su'bsection 5 of Section 3°5 of the Railway 
Act, the upward trend in railway operating costs in Canada continued, largely owing 
te what is known as the Chicanée Labour award, and on September 13, 19-°0. the Board 
of Railwav Commissioners, under General Order No. 30,% ordered a further advance 
of 35 per ceut in Sestern territory and 4¢' per cent in Eastern territory. With that 
order, the oeak of tl/e rate increases over Crownest rates was reached. The order 
provided for a decrease of 5 per cent on anuary 1st, 1921; a further decrease 
amounting te 10 per cent was marie effe,vtlve under General Order No. 850. 
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T]ae duration of tlm remainder of the increase directed by General .Order o. 
308 is limited to July 1, 1952, owing doib.iess to tle fact tlmt on July 6, tlm Cros- 
nest agreemen, t would corne into vperatio,'_ if the suspension were not further con- 
tinued by statute, and whicl would doubfless necessitate a reconsideration of tle 
whole freight rate .structure. 
¥our Committee lins heard the rcpresvntations of the railways: 
Ir. Beatty and Mr. Lanigan on belalf of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
Mr. Hanna and Mr. ,Hayes on behalf of he Canadian ationa] Railway, and Mr. 
Watson on behalf of the Grand Trunk Railw.ay. 
In addition to hearing evidenoe as to tt¢ effect of Cowsnest Pass rates on Cna- 
dian railways, certain other aspects of tlm railways situation were impressed upon 
your Committee. Representatives of the Province of ]riti-sh C.olumbia argued for 
the equalization of the Mountain scale of rates with tlm Prairie scale, and for tlm 
placing of the Port of Vancouver in a position of relative equality with the lmad 
of tlie lakes. It was contended that ,equal consideration with tlm rest of Canada in 
the matter of railway rates was implied fa the railway arrangement made witl the 
Province of F, ritish C.olunbia at the time (,f Confederation. 
The case for the Prairie Provinces was also presented. Stress was laid on tlm fact 
that the earnings from Prairie lines werc greatly in excess of the earnings in tlm 
East. It was stated that the rates in the East, being controlled and limited by water 
and American rail competition resulted in deficiencies in revenue «hich prairie rates 
were designed to make p and it was urged that th'e Crowsnest Pass agreemen was 
the only controlling factor at the disposal of the people of the Prairie Provinees. 
Therefore, they objected strongly to its further suspension. It was tlmir "Sheet 
anclmr" as one witness put it. 
lepresentatives of the [aritime Provinces urged that their situation was one 
of special oharacter, because of the conditi(,n.s under which the lntercolonial Railway 
h'as been constructed as a result of the Coafederation agreement. Tley eontended 
that thcre was an implied obligation necessari|y attaching to tlmse terres wlicl guar- 
anteed to them special con.sideration in regard to railway freight rates, on account 
of their distance from the central and Western provinces. It was claimed that t_he 
increases in rates of the Intercolonial ]ailway since 1916 were in excess of rates 
allowed by the ]oard of Railway Commi.ssioners on many of their products, whicl 
excessive rates greatly interfereà with intet'.provlncial trade, and are contrary to the 
obligation accepted by th'e Government of Canada at Confederatiol. The Government 
was, therefre, asked to take cognizance of the situation and endeavour to arrange. 
such reductions of rates as will. having regard fo the actual cost.of operation of these 
railway% remove as far as possible the difculties e.omplained of, and that the Board 
of Railway Commissioners should, for the same reasons, and in so far as their juris- 
diction extend, restore the differential rate formerly applicable to trafic to and from 
the Maritime Provinces, and we recommen, that the ]kfinister of Railways and Board 
of Managemen¢ take steps t.o meet the sitoation in these provinces 'by a substantlal 
reduction in rates. 
While your Comnittee xvas impressed by the arguments put forward on behalf 
of the 'k[ari¢ime Provinces and ]ritish Coïumbia, they are possible without the scope 
of the reference o us, and, in any event, are too intricate and involved, and veould 
require more time thar fs at tlm disposal o,  your ,Commlttee, to forma proper judg- 
ment regardlng them. ,foreover, these m«tters bave been before the B.oard of lail- 
way Commissioners during the ost 12 months; the board bas heard voluminous 
evidence, mucl/ expert testimony and lengthy arguments; it bas had at ¢all men 
trained in railway rate mat¢rs, and the Committee feel that it would be inadvisable 
and generally unsatisfactory to even appe.r to invade the jurisdlction of the board, 
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or te anticipate its judgment. The claim of the Maritl, me Provinces with regard te 
local rates is a matter for the conideration of the Iinister of Railways and the man- 
agement of the Intercolonial Railway. 
Whether the ,Crowsaest Pass agreement should' corne into effect on July 6th next, 
or whether it .should be furtISer suspended te ena.ble the Board of Railway Commis- 
sioners te regulate freight rates for a fixed period, regardless of rate-controlling agree- 
ments, upon a consideration of all the abnormal economic eoditious still prevailing 
and upon other eousiderations, was te important matter referred te your Comnittee. 
The question is n, ot without its difflculties. The problem is largely one of approxi- 
mating the net fiancial results upon the operations of Canad, ian railways with the 
Crowsnest Pass agreement scale of rates again operatlve, .and the resultant effect upon 
the ability f the railways te sustain further reduction on basic commodities outside of 
those ,mentioned in tle agreement, and the probable rCsults as te railway revenues if 
such additional reductions were made. It was frein these points of view that yvur ,Com- 
mittee con.'-.idered the matter. 
There are many unknovn factors whicb enter into a conslderation of this matter, 
some of which are as follows: 
1. The precise general effect of rate reductions upon railway traffic and its 
influence in stimulating business and producin railway revenue. 
2. The probable future wage reduction in connection with our railways and whên 
they shall become effective. 
3. The probable degree of deflation in the tests of materials used by railways. 
4. Tlàe action te be taken by the B,ard of Railway Commkssioners, upon the 
applicativns of the Province of British C'olunbia, and the Prairie Provinces, or the 
action of the board, or of the Govenment on the application of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces for rate reductions, etc., a.nd upon which matter judgment is shortly te be 
rendered, the action te be taken by the Beard of Railway Commissioners in respect 
of special applications for rate reductiors and the .probable action of the oard in the 
way of general rate reductiorrs upon basic commodities or upon class rates. 
Without a determination of seine or of all of these matters, it is diflàcult for your 
Ovmmittee intelligently te approximate the effect of tire Crowsnest Pass agreement 
if ,put into operation, or its effect upon the future action of the Board of Railway 
Commissioners, in respect of future rates upon other cmmod'ities. Further, condi- 
tions relative te a consideratiorr of this question are changing, or are likely te change, 
s) rapidly that conclusions presently ..ade will soon be round unreliable. 
Again, the Crowsnest agq-eemeat was sspended first by Order in Council .and later 
in ,effect by act of Parlfiament. Such .action was 'based uçon inflated ralway oporating 
tests, and increased value of commodities, as well .as the general economic conditions 
resulling frein the war. It was chiefly for th'ese reasons, we believe, that the Board 
of Railway Commissioners was empowered te disregard rate controlling agreements, 
if it sav fit 
Fixin.g rates by legisl, ation is no doubt generally a bad principle, because it haxapers 
the free ac+.ion of the Board of Railwav ,Commissioners and may create a .discrimina- 
tion in faveur of the eommodities covered by statutory rates. The Crowsnest Pass 
areement was enacted before the in«tiulion of the b.oard. Ths bourd, created in 
1903. have been charged bv the Parliament of Canada with the daaty af regulating 
railway rates .and of estab!ishing just aaa,l reasonable railway rates. It is the only 
body in Canada equipped for the determination of the in.tricate matters relative te 
rail.way rate making. T1/e m.atter f the Crowsnest a--reement becomin effective 
or being suspended i,s rel.ated te other cnorete railway rate ssues either pending or 
imminent. The one reaets upon the other, and both upon the whole freight rate 
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structure which must, wlthin  short laero,d of rime, tmdero .ma.ny sbstantial 
changes. The question would seem te be largely one that can best be treated by vue 
body, the ]3oard of Railway Cvmmis,sioner.. 
But it bas been represented te. your ,C(nîttee ttmt three important prov'.mces 
of Canada are mainly devoted te bhe baslc .industry of grain growing. 
The prosperity of that basic i.ndustry is ;a factor vitally affecting the economic 
welfare of tbe nation at large. 
The grair grown in the prairie provinces is mostly for expert purpo.ses and the 
price of that commodity is settled .by ,competition on the grain mar]çets of the world. 
During the war, due te reduced production and icreased consumption and the 
l.arge stocks that had te .be accumulated by the gover.nments ç,f warring countries, 
grain prices were greatly inflated. Sinee the terminatio of tlfc wr, a rapid defla- 
tion of grain prices took place, due te increased production, and reduced consump- 
tion, and .al.se due te the ,fct that se ma.ny rmton with a deprecatecl .cua'rency bave 
largely lest their purchasiug power. These factors bave forced down grain prices 
toward's pre-war lcvels much m, ore ra.pidly than what bas been the ase in respect of 
other commodities that grain growers are obliged te buy. 
On the other hand, ,seine of tle rea,sons a.dvanced in 1'918 as justifying the suspen- 
sion of the Crowsnest Pass agreement bave disappeared, and ,your Committee bas 
reached the conclusion that an immed'ate reduction of ïreight rates on grain and fleur 
is in the national interest.  

Concl'sion 

Your Çommittee, thcreïore, recommen(s a suspension (f the Crowsnest ass agree- 
ment, except in respect ) grain and fleur, for .one year h'.om Ju]y 6, .1922, with power 
te the Governor in Council te suspend for  fmther period of one year, if in its judg- 
ment the then existing conditions jus.tiïy _he same, .and your Cmmittee recommends 
th'at suitab]e legi.lation be enacted te make effective this recommendation. 
The xecommendation of the Çommittee. or the fuxther suspension of the Crows- 
nest agree_,nent in acco.rdnce with the foreging paragraph is ruade in view of the 
great necessity of ,a general reduction in freight rates on baslc commodities as a whole 
and .in what i.s considered te be the general public interest. It is intended that the 
.period for whic.h a further ,suspension of the Ch'owsnest :Pass agreement is recom- 
mended sh'qll net necessarily preclude the adoptio.n of Crowsnest rates prier te the 
expiration of the £eriod .of stspension. Basic commodities which may be afforded 
reductions .should h.ave the earliest possible consideration by the Board of Railway 
Commissîoners. 
The evidence given t) your Committee and .the various represen%atlons ruade te 
it, in one form or another, inevitably lead te the conclusion that a general reduction 
in railway rates is essential te the economic life of the country. Te thi,s .end .should 
be dirocted the best efforts of the man.agers of .our raiLvays, ad the attention of tl/e 
]3)ard of Railway Commissi.oners. It is ,impossible t( predicate the preci.se effect of 
rate reducton upon commod, ities in stimula¢ing business or railwaff trafic. Doubtless, 
however, igh freight r,tes are a discouragement te trade, and even the act that rate 
reductions are in ,nntic]patlon ten4s te retard business and railway trafic. Ftrther, 
your Committee is of the )plnion and wisl, te declre in Che mot emphatic manner, 
that railway operating costs should be decrea-sed, nnd toxvards the achievement of that 
end we recommend the clo.sest co-operation between the mnagement of the dfferent 
Canadian railways, and between the nanagement o the railways and their employees. 
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Your Committee reeoln.mends that the evidence and Minutes of Proeeedings 
be reDorted £or the information of the I-Iouse.

be composed of a representative of the companies transacting the class of busines

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The readjustment of the Customs "Tariff, t9 the consideration of which much 
rime bas been given, will, it is hoped, meet in a considerable degree the desire for 
tariff revision, while noç ores. ting ay serious dizurbance of industrial conditions. 
The measures passed te aid or control the marketing of certain farm products, 
and the manufacture,-marking, and sale of fentilizers; for the .expansion of col 
storage facilities, and for further experimental and research work in the control of 
fruit diseases and the .eradication of bovine tuberculosis, should prove of substantial 
service in the development of the grain, live .stock, dairying, nd fruit production 
industries of the country, and in further protection against their natural foes. 
Pursuant te representations ruade <)n behaff of the prairie provinces, legislation 
bas been adopted for the re-establishment of a Wheat Board, which it is hoped will 
meet the desire for a more equitable method of marketing Canadian wheat. 
The special committee of the ttouse of Commons appointed te examine into 
the questions and problems related te the welfare of soldiers and their dependents 
has stbmitted many useful and important recommendations on pensions, insurance, 
land settlement, sheltered employment, and other aspects of re-establishment, which, 
together with the legislation based thereon, should de much te ensure the fulfilment 
of the just and patriotic purposes these measures are intended te serve. 
The ce-ordination, under one mlnisterial head, of the defence forces of Canada 
in a sing]e department of National Defence, is certain te increase eflàciency, and at 
the saine time effect a much-needed economy in these branches of the national service. 
]3y amendrnent te the election laws, full freedom of the franchise bas been secured 
for additional thousands of Canadian women. Important temperance legislation bas 
also been placed upon the statures. 
Substantial progress has been nade in the negotiations which bave taken place 
with respect te granting the control of the natural resources of the three western 
provinces te their respective provincial governments. 
It is gratifying te observe that the depression of business is gradually becoming 
relieved, and that unemployment throughout the Dominion has correspondingly 
decreased. The conference being arranged betveen the federal and provincial author- 
ities will, it is hoped, discl-ose means of more effectively dealing with problems 
incidental te unemployment, whenever and wherever they may arise. 
The success of the recent Jean operations of the Dominion is gratifying te all. 
The measures adopted te provide needed additlona! revenue give assurance of a deter- 
mination te make reasonable provision for the public oervice and te maintain the high 
credit of Canada in the money markets of the world.

I thank you for the SUpl]ies granted for the carrying on .of the public services of 
:he Dominion. The sums appropriated will be expended with due regard te eoenomy 
and e!iciency.
